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PARTY HOPES AND FEARS 


NEITHER PARTY SURE OF WIN- 
NING IN OHIo. 
REPUBLICANS AND DEMOCRATS FIGURING ON 
PLURALITIES—A DAY OF SURPRISES EX- 
PECTED —GOV. FOSTER EXPRESSING 

HOPES OF SUCCESS. 

CoLumBus, Oct. 9.—The politicians have 
been very active to-day, perhaps more so than 
at any time since the Presidential election. The 
uncertainty which surrounds the result of the 
contest to-morrow adds to the general interest 
among all classes of politicians, and no two 
can agree as regards the strength of the vari- 
ous factions. It is conceded, however, that 
fo-morrow will be a day of surprises. View- 
Ing the result from an impartial point of view, 
the conclusion is arrived at that the Republi- 
cans wiil elect their State ticket by not less 
than 10,000 plurality. There are many things 
which justify such a prediction, among 
which may be mentioned the bitter contest at 
the Democratic State Convention, which cul- 
minated in the defeat of the friends of John 
W. Bookwalter, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor .one year ago. John G. Thomp- 
s0n was chosen to manage the cam- 


aign, and this added another sorrow to the 

Young Democracy. Soon after the conven- 
tion the brewers and distillers held their eon- 
vention at Cincinnatiand declared against the 
Republican Party, Mr. Thompson being pres- 
ent. The Republican press then started the 
report that this association had  con- 
tributed $30,000 to the Democratic campaign 
fund. Whether true or not, it was 
most successful in defeating the Democratic 
committee in their endeavor to secure con- 
tributions. Men who had heretofore been 
liberal contributors refused to subscribe a 
dollar. The leeches of the party infested the 
head-quarters and demanded money, but there 
was nene to givethem. To add still more to 
the discomfiture of the Democratic Chairman, 
a feeling of coolness was soon noticeable be- 
tween Congressman Converse and Mr. Thomp- 
son on account of the aspirations of both, each 
for national positions, the former being an as- 
pirant for Speaker of the House, and Thompson 
wishing for his oid position, that of Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. War was made on both by 
Allen O. Meyers, the discoverer and friend of 
Bookwalter. The imner workings of the com- 
mittee have not been at all harmonious, and 
the organization in many counties has been 
sadly neglected. The arrogance of the sa- 
loon-keepers and liquor-dealers generally has 
shut out many of the better class of Demo- 
crats, who decline to support the ticket on ac- 
count of the organized efforts of the liquor in- 
terests. This is especially true in the rural 
districts. 

At Democratic head-quarters the claim is 
made that their State ticket will be elected 
and that they will elect 10 of the 21 Congress- 
men. 

Gov. Foster, in an interview, says: ‘* Our 
losses may be summed up by the dissatisfac- 
tion which exists in Cleveland and Cincinnati, 
which, on an outside estimate, will not be | 
over 10,000 or 12,000. The balance of the | 
State will vote about the same as last year, 
when my plurality was over 24,000. I there- 
fore conclude that the Republican State ticket 
will be elected by about 138,000 plurality, and 
shat we will elect not less than 12, and possi- | 
bly 15, of the 21 Congressmen.” The sporting 
men are betting heavily on the election of the 
Republican ticket. 

CLEVELAND, Oct. 9.—The eve of the contest | 
In Ohio finds no more certainty and confidence | 
shan has been felt all along, and only the reck- 
less on either side are naming majorities as to 
specified candidates. There are so many un- 
tried questions entering into chis decision and | 
so little data that it is impossible to do any- 
thing by comparison. The little spurt on mu- 
nicipal matters of last Spring was a pointer 
as to where the saloon men and many of the 
Germans would go, but it had no reference 
whatever to the action of the temperance 
men, as the contest came on so suddenly that 
the election was over before the opposi- 
tion to the saJoon men had a_ chance 
so rally. The Prohibitionists have put | 
a State ticket in the field, but it is 
receiving no attention. and the vote upon it 
will be kept down to 4,000 or 5,000 who have 
been prohibitionists as a matter of habit from 
time immemorial. The temperance Repub- 
licans of the State, from information that 
comes from all quarters, are turning out gen- 
prally to help the Kepublican ticket. There are 
a few exceptions, especially in the Cleveland 
listrict, where the men who are running the 
Prohibition and Independent Republican can 
flidate are the same parties who went to 
Columbus last Winter and urged the passage 
of the Smith and Pond Jegislation that has got 
the Republican Party into all this trouble. 

The Republicans in this section have pretty 
nearly united upon 3,000 or 5,000 as the ma- 
jority they expect the Republican State ticket 
to get. The Democrats are claiming from 
1,000 to 10,000 as their majority. Wordcomes 
from Columbus that the Republican leaders 
there are discouraged as to the State ticket, 
and that they believe Townsend will run be- 
bind his ticket enough to be beaten in any 
case. They are claiming from 10 to13 Re- 
publican Congressmen, but are very doubtful 
as to Cincinnati. Toledo will go Democratic 
on the State ticket. Frank Hurd will be 
plected. The Republicans have sought in 
various parts of the State, and especially in 
Northern Obio, to raise an excitement over 
the tariff, but they have not met with very 

ood success. The fact is that the old cries 

ave aroused enthusiasm in neither party, and 
personal questions are everywhere more con- 
sidered than questions of principle. It seems 
to be now, on both sides, more a matter of 
men than of platforms. 

CincinnaTI, Ohio, Oct. 9.—The head- 
quarters of both parties im this city present 
great activity to-night. There is much going 
aud coming, with but little disposition to talk 
of the probable result. It is in the air that 
the issue is in the greatest donbt, and the lead- 
ers of both parties are prepared for any result. 
This refers to the fate of the Congressional 
and county tickets. No one disputes that the 
Democrats will carry the State ticket in Cin- 
cinnati by an unprecedented majority. The 
city is properly Republican by a majori- 
ty of about 2,500. Last Spring it 
went Democratic by a majority of 8,000. 
At that election about 12,000 voters staid away 
from the polls. The change was effected by 
the stampede of the German Republicans, on 
account of the action of the State Legislature 
on the liquor question. To-morrow there will | 
be a much larger vote, and there isno doubt 
tbat on the Congressional and county tickets 
the Democratic majority will be greatly re- | 
duced, while on the State ticket, upon which, 
by common consent, a test vote on the liquor 

uestion is to be made, the majority of the 
Demicerete will be increased. A careful poll 
of the German portion of the city has been 
made, and it indicates that about one-fourth 
of the disaffected Republicans will vote fur the 
Republican candidates for Congress. If such 
proves to be the case, and if the Republicans 
who staid away from the polls last Spring vote 
straight, the Congressmen will be saved. 

Money is being freely spent by both parties, 
United States Supervisors of Election have 

been appointed, and about 125 United States 

Deputy Marshals have been sworn in to pre- 

vent fraud at the polls.

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THE OUTLOOK AT HEAD-QUARTERS. 

NEW NAMES MENTIONED FOR CONGRESSMAN 
AT LARGE. 

Few of the out-of-town members of the 
Republican State Committee had arrived in 
the City up to midnight last night, The only 
ones who presented themselves at the Republi- 
can head-quarters in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 
were Mr. John W. Vrooman, of the Twenty- 
second District, and Mr. Abram C, 
Crosby, of the Twenty-first District. 
Mr. Crosby has a _ candidate of his 
own to present to the State Committee at to- 
day’s meeting. His man is Congressman Fer- 
ris Jacobs, Jr., of Delaware County. Mr. 
Jacobs has represented the Twenty-first Dis- 
trict a number of terms in Congress. He was 
not renominated this year because Chenango 
County demanded the honor, and Mr. Crosby 
thinks he would be just the man for the vacan- 
cy on the State ticket. Mr. Vrooman said 
that people up in Herkimer had not discussed 
to any great extent the merits of candidates 
for the nomination of Congressman at Large. 
All they desired was some good Republican. 
The name of Mr. Howard Carroll is quite ac- 


ceptable to Mr. Vrooman, as it;is to many 
other members of the committee in this City 
and vicinity. Anumberof letters and telegrams 
urging Mr. Carroll’s nomination have been 
received by the State Committee. Late last 
night it was stated that the Administration 
had a candidate, and that he was the Hon. 
Enoch L. Fancher, ex-Judge of the Supreme 
Court and the present Judge of the 
Merchants’ Court of Arbitration, To this 
latter office Judge Fancher was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Dix, Oct. 15, 1874. 
It is said that the intention of the Administra- 
tion to name Judge Fancher has been dis- 
cussed in inner political circles since Thursday 
last. 1f the Administration bas really decided 
that Judge Fancher ought to be the man, the 
question is settled in advance of the committee 
meeting, for Administration Kepublicans con- 
stitute the majority of the Republican State 
Committee this year. 

Business men who are identified with the 
iron interests in the upper part of the State 
are known to be urging the claims of ex-Con- 
gressman Williams. A delegation of Re- 
publicans composed of many soldiers re- 
cently waited upon Chairman Smyth and 
urged the — selection of a_ soldier to 
run against Gen. Slocum. They were 
positive, they said, that no civilian could win 
against so gallant a commander as the Demo- 
cratic nominee, The name of Swcretary of 
State Carr and of Corp. Tanner, of Brook- 
lyn, were both suggested to Mr. Smyth. 
He agreed to lay their names before 
his associates on the committee. Word 
reached the head-quarters that ex-Vice- 
had declined to allow his 


nation, Ex-Senator Robert Strahan, when a 
member sought to learn whether he coveted 
the honor, said he did not. 

Mr. Smyth returned to the City from his 
Albany trip yesterday afternoon. Judge Fol- 
ger is expected to meet with the otber mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, save Mr. Chandler, 
to-day at the residence of President 
Arthur, and thence proceed tc Boston. 
The committee rooms were visited during 
the day by Assistant Postmaster-General 
Hatton and ex-Gov. Warmouth, of Louisiana. 
‘The funds are pouring in steadily, and among 
the contributions is a check for $1,000 drawn 
by a well-known banking house in this city. 
What with the usual routine work and the 
meeting of the committee, to-day will be one 
of the busiest that has been seen at the rooms 
during this campaign. 

Some letters were received yesterday from 
correspondents who take a very cheerful view 
of the situation in their various localities, 
From a member of the Erie County Repub- 
lican Commnittee was received this intelli- 
gence: ‘*The prospect is improving in this 
county, and I am contident will continue 
to improve until electioa. If all the other 
counties do as well as Erie, Judge Folger will 
be our next Governor. Our local nominations 
are giving good satisfaction and bringing 
many disaffected Republicans to their senses.’’ 
‘**Our local nominations,’’ wrote a gentleman 
from Wayne County, “‘are now made, except 
for member of Congress, and are receiving 
from Republicans of every shade of opinion 
the most hearty support. If we succeed in 
getting a nomination for Congress which shall 
give equal satisfaction to all parties, I can now 
see no reason why Wayne County should not 
this Fall roll up the usual majority for the 
whole Republican ticket.’’

John Kelly created some little aston- 
ishment yesterday by visiting the Dem- 
ocratic head-quarters and spending two hours 
in conversation with ex-Mayor Cooper. The 
twain, after reading Grover Cleveland's letter, 
pronounced it a masterly production. Mr, W. S. 
Bissell, Mr. Cleveland's law partner, said that 
there was every indication that Mr. Cleve- 
land would carry the Republican city of Buffalo. 
About a thousand intluential Republicans had al- 
ready declared for Mr. Cleveland, and the list 
was lengthening. A meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Democratic State 
Committee was held yesterday afternoon, 
at which ex-Mayor Cooper, Daniel Manning, C. C. 
Higgins, and Francis G. Babeock were present. 
Only routine matters were discussed. It seems to 
be the avowed poliey of the Democrats this Fall to 
exclude ail national issues from the campaign and 
to devote their energies to bringing out the full 
Democratic vote, particularly the old mossbacks 
away up in the country.

CONNECTICUT GERMANS. 
THE PROGRESSIVE UNION INDORSING MOST 
OF THE DEMOCRATIO STATE TICKET. 

New-HaveEn, Oct. 9.—A meeting of the Ger- 
man Progressive Union. of Connecticut, was held 
in this city to-day to select a State ticket. Dele- 
gates were present from 16 of the 24 Senatorial dis- 
tricts of the State. The unionis said to represent 
German progressive societies in various sections 
and 5,000 voters. It was organized in August, the 
ostensible object being “to oppose all encroach- 
ments on personal rights by all lawful means.”’ The 
real object was to secure the repeal of some of the 
so-called ‘‘blue laws,” especially those affecting 
Sunday recreation, and the enacting of a less 


stringent license law. The general sentiment 
of the meeting to-day was expressed by 
Charles Wiedig, of this vity, who favored 
the indorsement of the Democratic nominees 
and the Democratic platform. The vote for 
candidates was taken separately. For Governor 
the delegates from 13 districts voted for Thomas M. 
Waller, the Democratic candidate; those from 2 
for Gen. W. H. Bulkeley, the Republican candidate, 
and 1 delegate favored an independent ticket. 
The other names on the Democratic ticket were in- 
dorsed by similar vetes, except*that for Controller. 
Gen. F. D. Sloat, the Republican candidate, was 
selected, Thomas Sanford, the Democratic candi- 
date, having voted in the Legislature for the pres- 
ent license law and against an amendment striking 
out the tax-payers’ clause. It was voted to have 
50,000 circulars circulated setting forth the objects 
of the organization. The delegates at the meeting 
were about evenly divided politically. 

Democratic politicians of New-Haven are in 
serious doubt as to what will be the effect of the 
union’s action. Some of them think it will add 
1,000 votes to their side, while others hold that it 
will have little or no effect, believing that the 
leaders in the movement cannot carry any large 
portion of the German vote of the State. Others 
still think it will damage their chances of success. 
The German vote of the State is estimated to be 
from 8,C00 to 10,000, and during the past fow years 
it has been very nearly evenly divided between the 
two parties. Republicans regard this indorsement 
ot Democratic candidates as the result of the work 
of a few wire-pulling politicians seeking political 
advancement, and have no apprehension that the 
respectable portion ef the Germans will follow 


them,

CHICAGO MARKETS IRREGULAR.

A FEVERISH DAY ON ’CHANGE—CORN AC- 
TIVE AND STRONGER WITH WHEAT FIRM. 
Cuicaco, Oct. 9.—The leading produce mar- 

kets were very irregular to-day. Corn was active 

and stronger, with light receipts; oats dull, but 
firmer; barley nearly nominai but weak, with large 
receipts; wheat firmer, and provisions very irregu- 
lar. The storm of Sunday, followed by cooler 
weather this morning, caused a general rise in 
prices early under the receipt of more buying or- 
ders from outside, but there was a good deal of 
wheat delivered Jate on Saturday, and some early 
to-day. Much of that had to be placed. Some 
pork holders had been waiting for{an oppor- 
tunity to sell on a rise, and they unloaded, 
which weakened some local holders of corn, one 
of whom threw about 1,000,000 bushels on the 
market the first half-hour. As a consequence, the 
early advance was mostly lost all round by about 

10 o’clock. Corn reaeted, with a much better de- 

mand when the inspection list was posted, and con- 

tinued strong, while pork products again turned 
down, after a reaction on the call. Provisions 


were active and very irregular, though the local 
hog market was called steady and _  Liver- 
pool reported no material change in quota- 
tions. The principal movement was in No- 
vember pork, which was supposed to be 
raided by local talent, anxious to open the Winter 
packing season on the basis of lower prices, It 
sold up 10 cents early, and then declined 45 cents, 
On the morning cail a leading capitalist thought it 
had gone low enough, and bought in. A reaction 
of 40 eents followed, and tbe market closed on 
Change 24 cents lower than on Saturday, at $21 92 
bid. Other futures advanced 5 to 10 cents, then 
deelined 20 to 25 cents and reacted, deliveries this 
year closing firm and on next year easy. Lard was 
dull for this month. November and January sold 
up 714 cents, declined 15 cents, with some ham- 
mering, and closed 244 to 5 cents lower than on 
Saturday. The outside orders seemed to be 
mostly to sell both pork and lard. Meats were 
very quiet, but relatively stronger, November ribs 
124% cents, with very few offerings. 
There was scarcely anything doing in meats after 
the early call, and the shipping demand was noted 
as quiet. 

Wheat was rather more active and averaged 
firmer. London reported a decline of éd. per quar- 
ter, but New-York was called stronger. Receipts 
were somewhat larger, but really light for Mon- 
day, and corn was stronger, which tended to ad- 
vance wheat. The market improved \% cent fer 
this month and the year and 4 cent on November, 
all closing firm. ‘The shipping demand was irregu- 
lar. Car lots of No, 2 Spring improved with regu- 
lar, while red fell off about 1 cent, not being so 
much wanted, Shippers took No. 8 rather freely, 
at an advance of 1 cent on Winter and &% to % cent 
on Spring. Private advices from Europe intimate 
that buyers there scarcely expect a much lower 
level of prices here fer the present, as they note that 
our farmers are not disposed to deliver freely at 
current figures. Corn was active and strong though 
irregular. The market on futures advanced 5% to 
34 cent early, asa result of the storm, followed 
by eolder weather, while Liverpool reported a 
tirmer tone, but some large holders unloaded 
a big pile, and this broke prices back }4 to 4 
cent. The daily posting, about 11 o'clock, showe 
small receipts, anda better speculative demand 
followed, while shippers put in an active inquiry 
a little later, and bid up No. 2 to 244 cents above 
the latest prices of Saturday. t closed on 
change at 68% cents, with rejected at 6244 
cents asked. The advance ranged 24 cents on Oc- 
tober, 174 eents on November, and 4 to % cent on 
the longer futures, the nearer deliveries being the 
strongest on the fear that the supply of old corn 
will run short before the new is available. The 
demand was not, however, persistent enough to 
maintain top prices to the close and they fell off 
14 to 8g cent toward 1 0’clock. This difference was 
recovered on the afternoon call and the curbstone 
feeling was an easy one, There were all sorts of ru- 
mors about a big syndicate in corn, but it seems 
probable that no one is really loading up except 
forascalp. At the same time the feeling !s grow- 
ing that corn is growing really scarce, thougha 
great deal more has come out from first hands re- 
cently than was thought possible two months ago. 
Oats were inactive and easy at the opening, but 
soon afterward strengthened, in sympathy with the 
upward movement in corn, prime advanoing to 
5g cent over the close of Saturday. Seller May 
was particularly strong, some large blocks being 
bought about noon. Otherwise the trading was 
fairly distributed among the futures, with alight 
business done in cash lots. Spot No. 2 advanced 
54 cent, closing at 314g cents. November gained 
\% cent, selling up to 320g cents, and closing with 
sellers at 8244 cents, 

A membership in the Board of Trade was sold 
last week at $3,400, and some enthusiastie individ- 
uals say memberships are worth $6,000 since the 
vote of Saturday, Somereports from the southern 
nalf of Illinois indicate a yield of 24 to 30 bushels of 
corn to the aere where 40 to 45 has been expected. 
It was remarked to-day that the weakest point in 
corn is the fact that St. Louis keeps 5 to 6 cents be- 
low Chicago. That market bas been bearish on 
corn all through the season. 

A decree was efitered in the Board ef Trade 
cases to-day, each of the 22 plaintiffs agreeing to 
abide by the decision ef the courts of law inthe 
A. M. Wright case. An appeal was taken from the 
decision throwing the case out of court for want of 
equity. 
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MORE SPRAGUE ESTATE LAWSUI7S, 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 9.—Lawsuits re- 
lating to the Sprague estate continue to pile up. 
On Saturday the A. & W. Sprague Manufacturing 
Company caused their attorneys to attach the 
mids of the United States Flax Company, at Cen- 
tral Falls, for an alleged indebtedness of $500,000, 
growing out of the manufacturing business of the 
formeriy great house. To-day Mr. Zachariah 
Cnafee, the Trustee, took a hand at the law busi- 


ness, and had a writ served on ex-Gov. Sprague in 
asuit of ejectment to dispossess him of the cele- 
brated Canonchet. This suit is a follower of 
the proceedings had in the Supreme Court 
of this county, by which Mr. Chafee’s attorneys 
endeavored to have ex-Gov. Sprague declared to 
be acting in contempt of court in refusing to allow 
Chatee to make a delivery of Canonchet to Frank 
D. Moulton. The result of the proceedings was 
that Mr. Chafee was told that if he wanted to get 
possession of Canonchet the ordinary course was 
open to him in the lower court.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


QUESTIONS CONCERNING THE PA- 
CLFICATION OF EGYPT. 
TURKISH INTERVENTION DEPRECATED — 
EGYPTIAN INQUIRIES INTO OUTRAGES 
AND ACTS OF REBELLION—ITALY’S RE- 

LATIONS WITH FRANCE AND EGYPT. 

Carro, Oct. 9.—Sultan Pasha, President 
of the Chamber of Notables, thinks that Turk- 
ish intervention in Egypt would mean an- 
archy, and maintains that the cost of the joint 
Control is extravagant, and that £400,000 
might be saved annually by the substitution of 
efficient native for foreign officers. He admits 
that the mass of the population is unfit for a 
representative Government. 

The special commission under the Presidency 
of Ismail Pasha Eyoub, which was appointed 
by the Khédive to prosecute all acts of rebel- 
lion committed by the military or civilians, 
held a sitting here to-day and interrogated M. 
Gandel, late Prefect of Alexandria, who denied 
the charge made against him of having dis- 
tributed bludgeons to Arabs. 

A company of the Highland Brigade has 
been ordered to proceed to Tel-el-Kebir to re- 
pair the graves of the British soldiers buried 
there. 

Considerable dissatisfaction exists among 
the officers and men of other British regiments 


in Egypt atthe singling out by Gen. Wolse- 
ley of the Royal Irish for special mention in 
his dispatch of Sept. 13 to the War Office giv- 
ing his report of the battle at Tel-el-Kebir. 

The rapid influx of the former French 
officers here is threatening to produce friction. 
They expect to be reinstated in the posts they 
held, which will probably be abolished 
or filled with natives. The return of these 
officers is believed to be a result of an order of 
the French Consul-General. 

Arabi Pasha’s treatment is unnecessarily 
harsh. It is thought unfair to treat him as a 
condemned convict. 

Vienna, Oct. 9,—The breach between the 
Sultan and the Khédive is widening, and 
seems likely to iead to open rupture. ‘I'he Sul- 
tan has forbidden recruiting for the Khédive’s 
future body-guard. 

ALEXANDRIA, Oct. 9.—The committee ap- 
coves by the Khéaive to inquire into the 

une outrages here held its first sitting to-day, 
and discussed the preliminaries of its investi- 
gation. Another committee is sitting at Tan- 
tah with closed doors investigating the out- 
rages committed in other parts of Egypt dur- 
ing the rebellion. 

A shell burst to-day at Gabarf, wounding 
four natives. Two natives, who were con- 
victed of murdering Ribton and Cattani on 
the 11th of June, were executed this morning. 
No British troops were present. Perfect order 
prevailed. 

Romk, Oct. 9.—Signor Depretis, Prime Min- 
ister, addressing his constituents at Stradella, 
said Italy had always remained faithful to the 
concert of powers. With regard to France, 
all trace of recent events would be effaced. 
The eS acpaaeers mutual appointment of Am- 
bassadors would seal the reciprocal good feel- 
ing between the two covntries. He said the 
relations or Italy with England were excel- 
lent. Documents which would be presented 
in Parliament would show that the acceptance 
by Italy of the invitation to intervene in 
Egypt would not have been consistent with 
her international duties. 

GENEVA, Oct. 9.—Recruiting for the Egyp- 
tian gendarmerie is still proceeding at Berne, 
but the Federal Council, which has ordered an 
inquiry, will probably forbid it as a breach of 
international law.

A BANKER MURDERED.

THE TERRIBLE FATE OF H. ©. MEAD AT 
WAUPACA, WIS. 

Curcago, Oct. 9.—A special from Waupaca, 
Wis., says: “ A daring murder and bank robbery 
occurred here last night, the victim being H. C. 
Mead, a wealthy banker, who had been in business 
here for 30 years.” He was an eccentric bachelor of 
60, who slept in the bank and boarded at a hotel. 
To-day he failed,.to appear at breakfast or dinner. A 
messengerjwas sent to the bank and found it locked. 
Going toa back window he diseovered the wire 
screen cut, the window let down from the top, and 
Mead lying inapool of blood onthe floor. In- 
vestigation showed the head and face to be hor- 


ribly mangled with shot, asif both barrels of a 
dsuble-barreled shot-gun had been discharged at 
him at short range. It is supposed that the assassins 
shot him from the window while he was setting at 
a table writing. The safe was unlocked and the 
assassins had carried off several thousand dollars 
in currency, gold, and bonds. The exact amount is 
not known. There is no clue to the murderers, 


Waupaca, Wis., Oct. 9.—Mr. Mead was 
worth over $100,000. The bank was a one-story 
wooden building, the front room being 
used for bank business. The rear room 
was the sleeping apartment of the mur- 
dered man. Not five feet from where his bea 
stands isa window without bars.the sill being about 
five feet from the ground. In this room Mr. 
Mead slept for 25 years. His peril was often 
mentioned to him, but his answer was that he had 
never harmed any one in his life, and 
if his money was wanted it would not 
be necessary to kill him. When = dis- 
covered the banker was lying midway between 
a window and the door leading into the business 

art of the building. His right arm was under his 

ody, and his right leg was thrown across 
the left. Both of his eyes, most of his 
nose, and that part of his face from the cheek 
bone to the left eye had been shot away, and flesh 
and blood were lying on the floor several feet from 
the corpse. What was left of his face was 
almost unrecognizable, and hislong brown beard, 
streaked with gray, was clotted with blood and 
flesh. The Wound was caused by a2 dis- 
charge from a shot-gun, heavily loaded with 
fine shot. Death must have been Instantaneous. 
The shot had evidently been fired trom a rear 
window. Several people who livein the immedi- 
ate vicinity heard the report of a gun about mia- 
night, but as such a thing is not uausual, it caused 
no alarm. 

A committee of leading eitizens have called a 
meeting, and a most thorouga {nvestigation will be 
made. The relatives of Mr. Mead are wealthy, and 
a large reward will be offered for the capture of the 
murderers and robbers.

RocwHeEsterR, N. Y., Oct. 9.—The separation 
of the nucleus of Crul's comet into three parts was 
again seen this morning by H. C. Maine, of this 
city. This observation bears out his theory that 
the fragments revolve about a common centre of 
gravity, alternately closing and separating. A sep- 
aration was seen by Mr. Maine on Sept. 380. By 
Oct, 2 the parts had nearly closed up. On the 5th 
Mr. Barnard saw a second separation. Again the 
parts were partially closed together. On the 8th 
Prof. Brooks saw a pear-shaped nucleus, and on 
the 9th Mr. Maine saw a separation. The separa- 
tions thus occur in periods of about four days.

THE STAR ROUTE BRIBERY INVES’ 
TIGATION. 

FOREMAN DICKSON PROTESTS AGAINST THE 
INQUIRY BEING MADE BY THE DEPART- 
MENT OF JUSTICE—DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
CORKHILL’S POSITION. 

Wasnrxeton, Oct. 9.—Ex-District At 
torney Wells, to whom the Government has 
intrusted the investigation of the charges of 
bribery in the star route case and the prosecu- 
tion of the guilty persons, says that the Attor- 
ney-General desires a prompt and thorough in- 
vestigation and prosecution, whoever the 
guilty persons may be, He has already be- 
gun his work, and promises to carry it 
through without delay. It is known to some’ 
persons that the Government has secured 
important evidence against at least one mem- 
ber of the jury. Itis announced that Fore- 
man Dickson has filed a protest with District 
Attorney Corkhill against the transfer of the 
investigation from the District Attorney’s of 
fice to the care of special counsel, and that it 
is probable Mr. Dickson will employ Mr. Wal< 
ter Davidge and Mr. C. M. Smith to prosecute 
his charges against Mr. Cameron and Mr. 
Bowen, agents of the Department of Justice. 
Mr. Davidge is a prominent lawyer, and he 
was retained by the Government to assist in 
the prosecution of Guiteau. Mr. Dickson sets 
forth in his protest that District Attorney 


Corkhill is the only proper person to investi- 
gate the charges of bribery, and that it is un« 
just to intrust the inquiry to special counsel. 
It has been well known from the beginning 
of the star route investigation, a year and 4 
half ago, that the representatives of the Gov 
ernment engaged in the investigation did nof 
have confidence in the District Attorney’s of 
fice because of the manner in which Mr. Cork- 
hill had treated charges which had previously 
been made against Brady’s management of 
the Contract Office and for other reasons. Tha 
counsel employed by the Government en- 
deavored to secure a change in the District At- 
torney’s office, and members of President Gar- 
field’s Cabinet have said that the President had 
decided to make a change and had even 
written a letter to a resident of this 
district, announcing that he had selected bim 
for the place a day or two before he was shot, 
Mr. Corkhill has never had anything toda 
with the star route cases beyond the formal 
signing of his name as District Attorney ta 
official papers. It should be said that within a 
few weeks he has assured persons in this city 
that he was convinced of the guilt of the 
star route defendants, and that he desired 
their conviction. Your correspondent 
does not know that Mr. Corkhill has 
ever " expressed views contradictory of 
these, but the views of Government counsel 
concerning the attitude of the District At- 
torney’s office toward these cases have been 
well known, and while they have recently said 
that they were well satisfied with the work by 
that office in the bribery inquiry and spoken of 
the burden of local work under which the of- 
fice is laboring, yet it cannot be said that the 
transfer of the bribery inquiry to special coun- 
sel oceasioned surprise. It is true, however, 
that the transfer has been very unsatisfactory 
to the star route organs and has called forth a 
protest from Mr. Dickson, which is as followsi: 
WasarneTon, D. C,, Oct. 8, 1882. “ 
George B. Corkhill, Esq., United States District Atior- 
ney, District of Columbia; 
Dear Str: I am informed that you have been 
ordered by the Attorney-General to hand to H. H. 
Wells, Esq., the affidavits that were filed by myself 
and others in your office, in which certain persons 
are charged with having tried to corrupt the jury 
in the star route case. I am also informed that you 
have complied with this order. I write for the 
purpose of protesting against your action and that 
of the Attorney-General in this behalf. The most 
serious charges have been made against the agents 
of the Department of Justice—the creatures 
of the Attorney-General—and nothing could be! 
more absurd than to allow that department 
to investigate these charges. The Attorney: 
General should be unwilling to investigate charges 
that so nearly touch his official conduct, and the 
fact that he wishes to take charge of the investiga- 
tion is the best reason that he should not. The in- 
vestigation might with equa! propriety be left to 
the defendants, or to their attorneys, or to the per- 
sons charged with having offered the bribes, or to 
the jurors suspected of having accepted them, 
The investigation should be made under tne direc- 
tion of the court before whom the case was tried 
and by the attorney for this District. I{tshould be, 
open as day, and all parties should have not only 
an opportunity of being heard, but of bearing. 
For one, I demand that this investigation shall be 
taken out of interested hands.

THE TREASURY CONSPIRATORS. 
THEY WAIVE EXAMINATION—SOME OF THE 
DETAILS OF THEIR ALLEGED CRIME. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Salter and Ward, 
who were arrested Saturday for having tried 
tosecure from the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, by means of bribery, some of the 
material used there, waivedjan examination 
before Commissioner Bundy to-day. It is 
said that the testimony to be given against 
them will show that the crime committed was 
greater than it is now generally sup- 
posed to have been. The -conspira- 
tors were very cleverly trapped by Spe- 
cial Agent Drummond, of the Secret Service, 
who, while in concealment, overheard the 
“propositions made by them to an employe of 
the bureau. ‘the complaint against the pris- 
oners declares that the propositions were made 
to Elizabeth Thompson and W. A. Darling. 
Mrs. Thompson says that several weeks age 
Ward met herjon the street on her way home 
and asked ber how things were going on at 


the bureau, telling her that they were going to 
get Irish out. He asked where she lived and 
made an appointment to meet her the follow- 
ing evening, when he called with Saiter, who 
sbe understcod to be a lawyer. He said that 
they were going to have Irish out; that Berry’ 
was to succeed him, and that they had afli- 
davits as to the affairs in the building, but 
wanted more. He then said: ‘* I want you to 
get one sheet out of there.’”? She answered. 
that she did not know how to do it, and he 
suggested that she should fold it and put it in 
her pocket. She asked if he intended to show 
it to the Secretary, and he said: ‘‘ Not by a 
d—d sight,’’ but that he would take it to the 
Attorney-General. They calied three times to 
see her on the same business, she endeavoring 
to get from them all she could, and in one of 
these interviews they told her that Mr. Berry 
would take possession on Nov. 1, and they 
would see that she had as good a place as she 
was capable of filling. 

Mr. Berry, of Philadelphia, who is men- 
tioned as the candidate for Mr. Irish’s place, 
and in whose interest the crime is said to have 
been committed, is in this city. He denies all 
knowledge of the operations of Salter and 
Ward. The prisoners were arraigned on the 
following affidavit by Chief Brooks, of the 
Secret Service: 

I, James J. Brooks, do, on ‘{nformation and 
belief, make oath and say that Wiiliam F. Salter 
and Wilmot H. Ward did. on the 6th day of Septem- 
ber, 1882, and at divers other times, make certain 
criminal proposais to Elizabeth Thompson, also 
William A. Darlinr, employes or laborers in the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing connected with 
the Treasury of the United States, tu-wit: that if 
said Thompson or Darling, either or both of them, 
would take and steal a sheet of the distinctive 
paper used by the Goverrment of the United 
States upon which its stamps tor internal revenue 
are printed, or upen which its currency is printed, 
orif they would take and steal a sheet of stamps 
or currency, finished or unfinished, and deliver the 
same to either or both of them, the said Salter and 
Ward, then, in consideration of such service, either 
Thompson or Darling, or both of them, should re- 
ceive a certain money consideration, namely, $10, 
and as a further reward employment at asum not 
less than $7 per day.

The relief expedition left Godhaven 
Bay on July 20, and in the evening € neountered a 
linding suow-storm and pack of impenetrable ice, 
On the Rist, 22d, 23d, 24th, and 25th the vessel 
firifted helplessly with the tide. On the 29th Little- 
ton Island was reached, whence the course was 
turned southward on account of ice, and an an- 
nhorage madein Pandora Harbor—named by Sir 
Allan Yeung. Here bad weather was experienced, 
and an ancbor was lost. On the 7th of August the 
vessel was again pushed to the northward, and on 
the 9th was again heipless, 12 miles from Victoria’s 
Head. liere,at 1 A. M., the vessel, by reason of 
the ice, was raised bodily three feet. On the 10th 
pt August latitude 71° 20’ was reached—the hizhest 
point to the north attained. Packs of ice continued 
to surround the vessel, and on the 12th the ship 
wasonaneven keel three feet above her level; 
the boiler WAS also found to bé over- 
strained on account of the pressure to get 
through the ice. The report continues 
to giveagraphio history from the last date and 
until the return of the vassel to St. John. Finding 
it impossible to do better, the relief stores were 
landed on Littleton Island, well sheltered in a cave, 
with copies of records and with minute instructions 
how to find the stores. A whale-boat wag left at 
Cape Isabella. Lieut. Beebe says that should Lieut. 
Greeley reach Littleton Island next year he will, 
no doubt, find the stores.

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THE SYRACUSE NOMINEES 


MESSRS. CLEVELAND AND HILL 
ACCEPT THE NOMINATIONS. 
THE LETTERS RECEIVED AT THE DEMO- 
CRATIC HEAD-QUARTERS YESTERDAY—- 
MAYOR CLEVELAND ON THE VALUE OF 
THE PRIMARY, THE CIVIL SERVICE, 

AND ‘‘ HOME RULE’’ FOR CITIES. 

The letters of Mayor Grover Cleveland, 
of Buffalo, accepting the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor, and of Mayor David B. 
Hill, of Elmira, accepting the nomination for 


Lieutenant-Governor, were received at Demo- 
cratic Head-quarters yesterday, and_ this 
morning are published throughout the State. 
Mr. Cleveland’s law partner, Mr. W.38. Bis- 
sell, brought Mr. Cleveland’s letter from Buf- 
faio himself. It reads as follows: 


Borravo, Ost, 7, 1882. 
The Hon. Thomas C, It. Keclesine, Chairman, &c.: 

Deak Str: Lbeg to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter informing me of my nomination for 
Governor by the Democratic State Convention 
lately held at the city of Syracuse. 

I accept the nomination thus tendered to me, 
and trust that, while lam gratefully sensible of the 
honor conferred, I am also properly impressed with 
the responsibilities which it invites, 

The platform of principles adopted by the con- 
vention meets with my hearty approval. The doc- 
trines therein enunciated are so distinctly and ex- 
plicitly stated that their amplification seems 
searcely necessary. If elected to the office for 
which I have been nominated [ shall endeavor to 
impress them upon my administration and make 
them the policy of the State. 

Our citizens, for the most part, attach themselves 
to one or the other of the great political parties, 
and under ordinary circumstances they support 
the nominees of the party to which they profess 
fealty. It is quite apparent that uader such oir- 
cumstances the primary election or caucus should 
be surrounded by such safeguards as will secure 
absolutely free and uncontrolled action. Here the 
people themselves are supposed to speak; here 
they put their own hands to the ma- 
chinery of goversment, and in this place 
should be found the manifestation of 
the popular will, When by fraud, intimidation, or 
any other questionable practice, the voice of the 
people is here smothered, a direct blow is aimed at 
a most precious right and one which the law should 
be swift to protect. If the primary election is un- 
contaminated and fairly conducted, those there 
chosen to represent the people will go ferth with 
the impress of the people’s will upon them, and 
the benefits and purposes of a truly representative 
Government will be attained. 

Public officers are the servants and agents of the 
people to execute laws which the people have 
made and within the limits of a Constitution whieh 
they have established. Hence the interference of 
officials of any degree, and whether State or Fed- 
eral, for the purpose of thwarting or coartrolling 
the popular wish, should not be tolerated. 

Subordinates in public places should be selected 
and retained for their efficiency, and not because 
they may be used to accomplish partisan ends. The 
people have a right to demand here, as in cases of 
private employment, that their money be paid te 
these who will render the best service in return, 
and that the appointinent to and tenure of such 
places should depend upon ability and merit. If 
the clerks and assistants in public departmests 
were paid the same compensation and required to 
do the same amount of work as those employed in 
prudently conducted private establishments, the 
anxiety to hold these pablic places would be much 
diminished, and, it seems to me, the cause ef civil 
service reform materialiy aided. 

The system of levying assessments for partisan 
purposes on those holding office or place cannot 
be too strongly condemned. Through the thin dis- 
guise of voluntary contributions this is seem to be 
naked extortion, reducing the compensation which 
should be honestly earned, and swelling a fuad 
used to aebauch the people and defeat the popular 
will. 

Iam nnalterably opposed to the interference by 
the Legislature with the Government of munic!- 
palities. i believe in the intelligence of the people 
when left to an honest freedom in their cheice, and 
that when the citizens of any section of the State 
have determined upon the details of a local govern- 
ment they should be left in the undisturbed en- 
joyment of the same. The doctrine of home rule, 
as I understand it, lies at the foundation of Repub- 
lican institutions and cannot be too strongly in- 


; sisted upon. 


Corporations are created by the !aw for certain 
defined purposes, and are restricted in their opera- 
tions by specific limitations; acting within their 
legitimate spbere they should be protected; but 
when by combination or by the exercise of un- 
warranted power they oppress the people. the 
same authority which created shouid restrain taem 
and protect the rights of the citizen. The law 
lately passed for the purpose of adjusting the re 
lations between the people and the corporations 
should be executed in good faith, with an honest 
design to effectuate its objects, and with a due re- 
gard for the iaterests involved. 

The laboring classes constitute the main part of 
our population. They should be protectad in their 
efforts peaceably to assert their righta when en 
dangered by aggregated capital, and all statutes on 
this subject should recognize the care of the State 
for honest toll and be framed with a view of im- 
proving the condition of the working man 

We have so lately had a demonstration of the 
value of our citizen soldiery in time of peril that it 
seems to me no argument is mecessary to prove 
that it siould be maintained ina state of efficiency, 
so that its usefulness shall not be impaired. 

Certain amendments to the Censtitution of our 
State, involving the management of our cansla, 
are to be passed upon atthe coming election. 
This subject affects diverse interests, and, of 
course, gives rise to opposite opinions. It isin 
the hands of the sovereign people for final settle- 
ment; and as the question is thus removed from 
State legislation. any statement of my opinion fn 
reward to it at this time would, I think, be out of 
place. Iam contident that the people will intelil- 
centiv examine the merits of the subject, and de- 
termine where the preponderance of interest lies, 

The exvenditure of money to inflnence the aetion 
of the veople at the poils, or to secure legisiation, 
is eatouiahed to excite the gravest concern. When 
this pernicious agency is successfully employed a 
representative form of government beeomes a 
sham, and laws poe under its baleful influence 
esase to protect, but are made the means by which 
the rights of the people are sacrificed, and the pub- 
lic Treasury despoiled. It is useless and foolish 
to shut our eyes to the fact that 
this evil exists among usi and the 
party which leads in an honest effort to return 
to better and purer methods will receive the con- 
fidence of our citizens and secure their support. 
It is willful blindness not to see that the people 
care but little for party obligations when they are 
invoked to countenanee and sustain fraudulent 
and corrupt practices. And it is weil for our coun- 
try and for the purification of politics that the 
people, at times fully roused to danger, remind 
their leaders that party methods should be some- 
thing more than a means used to answer the pur- 
poses of those who profit by pelitical occupation. 

The importance of wise statesmansnip in the 
management of public affairs cannot, I think, be 
overestimated. am convinced, however, that the 
perplexities and the mystery often surrounding the 
administration of State concerns grow, ina great 
nieasure, out of an attempt to serve partisan ends 
rather than the welfare of the citizen. 

We may, I think, reduce to quite simple elements 
the duty which public servants owe by constantiy 
bearing in mind that they are put in place to pro- 
tect the rights of the people, to answer their needs 
as they arise, and to expend for their benefit the 
money drawn from them by taxation. 

Iam profoundly conscious that the management 
of the diverse interests of a great State Is not an 
easy matter; but I believe, if undertaken in the 
proper spirit, allits rea] difficulties will yield to 
watchfulness and care.

HESS AR LIES

J. Kiernan, the Chairman, submitted to the com-

mittee a letter from W. L. Royall, who had testi- 
fied at the previous session of the committee that 
he had discovered inaccuracies in Receiver Best's 


accounts. 1n his letter Mr. Royall declared that he 


wished to withdraw this statement. His examina- 


tion of Mr. Best’s accounts, he wrote, was based 
upon the report of Henry L. Lamb, Acting Super- 
intendent of Banks and Insurance for the year 
1877, which was published by Legislative authority, 
Superintendent Lamb’s report purported to give 
the report of Mr. Best as Examiner of the National 
Trust Company. He had bad no reason te sup- 
pose =Superintendent Lamb's report be 
incorrect, but Mr. Best claimed, with 
every show of justice, that this report failed to 


to 


specify the details of his report. Mr. Best had 
chown the writer a printed copy of his report, * in 
which it was shown that the securities that I pointed 
out to the committee as having been omitted from 
the inventory filed Dec. 29, 1877, strictly belonged to 
the account of loaus on collaterals, and in his in- 
ventory he claims that he has included them in the 
items of * Loans as per ledger, $1,097,681 42.°°" Mr. 
Lamb, Mr. Royall further wrote, had given no clue 
to this in his report, and he bad in consequence 
formed the erroneous belief that the securities be- 
longed to the company and he had made his calcula- 
tions on that basis. “ Mr. Best, I presume, will 
very readily be enabled,’’ he wrote in conclusion, 
“to show that they are really included in the item 
Loans 4s per ledger, $1,097,681 82.’ ”’ 
D. R. Mangam, the President of the company, 
was cross-examined by F. N. Bangs, counsel for 
Receiver Best. The witness testitied that he en- 
tertained a very bad opinion of the manner fn 
which Mr. Best had conducted the Receivership. 
Tt was his opinion that certain securities belonging 
to the company, sold by the Receiver, had not been 
properly and sufficiently advertised, and that un- 
due haste had been dispiayed in disposing of them. 
If theso socuritics had been kept longer they 
would, as had been shown by subsequent eventa, 
have realized afar higher sum. It was hia belief 
that Mr. Best was interested in the sale of the se 
curities.; By this remark he meant that Mr. Best was 
interested, either directly er indirectly, in the pur- 
chase of certain of the securities belenging to the 
National ‘Trust Company. Tho witness, when 
asked if he had any iil-feeling against Mr. Best, an- 
swered: “My entire frame is filled with ill-feeling 
against him. Every muscle, every fibre, and every 
hair of my body is impregnated with ill-feeting 
against him. It could not be otherwise after the 
manner in which he has acted. If you wish I will 
give you seme of ny reasons for entertalning this 
feeling.”” Apparentiy, however, Mr. Bangs did 
not wish the witness to give any reasons, 
for he abruptly changed the line of his cross-ex- 
amination and asked the witness about certain 
loans made and securities held by the bank. Mr. 
Mana testified that the National Trust Company 
monde a loan of $30,000 to one Ralston on Buffalo 
and Erie bonds. The witness did pot know Ralston 
when he made the loan, but the latter brenght a 
letter of introduction from Mr. Fellows, one of 
the Trustees of the National Trust Company. The 
bonds upon which this loan had been made were 
never sold, as it was eventually. discovered that 
they were forged 

Mr. Bangs—-There appears on the books of the 
company a loan of $154,000 to A. Ti. Doty. 
is A. H. Doty’ A,.—Heis my brother-in-law. 
When asked to explain this logan, Mr. Mangam 
said that the compary held a quantity of Wallkill 
Valley Ratiroad bonds as security for a loan to one 
Burdeli, The Walikill Valley Railroad was be 
coming insolvent aud the company 
to dispose of the bonds advantageously. In 
order to participate In the foreclosure on the 
road, which was imminent, it beexme necessary 
for the company

to acquire an ownership of the 
bonds. They were consequently sold, and Doty 
was directed to buy them in for the company. 
Doty bought the bonds, the company furnishing 
themeoney. Doty wasthen entered upon the books 
as debtor to the company in the sum of $134,000. 
The company of course looked to the repayment of 
thissum from the sale of the bond The bonds 
were not sold outright, because at that 
time they were selli very low and he 
thonght it would be advantageous to the com- 
pany to buy them in hold them. 
Mr. Bangs asked him if he considered that this was 
un honest transaction. The 
swering this question, which 
Bangs, by repeating 
tire transaction matter of con 
venience to company, and that repayment 
was looked for from the sale of the bonds. rhe 
entry on the books was possibly a fictitious one, 
but nething more. Mr. Mangam was further ques 
tioned as to other “* loans” made by the bank, His 
evidence showed that tn addition to the Doty entry 
there were a number of other “fictitlons’ entries 
in the books, The witness was also compelled to 
admit that in his reports as to the eondition of the 
National Trast Company he had falled to inclade 
the Indebtedness of the company to the Shoe and 
Leather Bank and to the Central National bank. 
Mr. Bangs—Then the reports which you issued as 
to the condition of the National 
were false? A.—-No, Sir 
Q.—But did you not failto include in your re- 
ports the indebtedness of your company to these 
two lastitutions? A.—The books of the company 
were as true as steel. In issuing reports that kind 
of thing is done by every bank in the City. 

Q.—Are you to be understood as saying that it is 
the custom of the banks of this City to publish 
false reports over the signatures of their Presi 
Gents?’ A.—I do not wish to enter into any details 
as to other banks in this O'ty.

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POOL-SELLERS ARRESTED 


THE HUNTER’S POINT DENS RAID. 
ED BY ANTHONY COMSTOCE. 
FOUR ESTABLISHMENTS BROKEN UP AND 
THREE PERSONS ARRESTED—SEIZURE 
OF A LARGE QUANTITY OF GAMBLING 
PARAPHERNALIA—COMSTOCK ARRESTED 

AND PAROLED UNTIL TO-DAY. 

An unexpected, vigorous, and _ successful 
raid on the pool-rooms at Hunter's Point was 
made by Anthony Comstock yesterday afternoon, 
and property of the estimated value of $25,000 
was seized. This raid is likely to be much more 
lasting in its effects than was the visit paid to the 
pool-rooms by Sheriff Wright and his posse afew 
weeks ago. In the latter part of August a com- 
mittee from the Law and Order Society of Long 
Island City asked Mr. Comstock if he would un- 
dertake to close the gambling-rooms at Hunter's 
Point and get tho necessary legal evidence for the 
arrest of the gamblers. Mr. Comstock told them 
that he would, and set some men at work on the 
case. In less than a week George Oram and 
Justus Smith accumulated strong evidence against 
22 different persons engaged in the pool-rooms. 
Complaints were prepared, and last Saturday they 
were laid before Judge Gilbert, whois now holding 
a term of Oyer and T'erminer in the Court-house at 
Long Island City. The Judge expressed himself as 
being heartily insympathy with the efforts to break 
up the pool-selling business at Hunter’s Point, and 
he issued warrants, with the understanding that they 
should be placed in the hands of the Sheriff yester- 
day morning. Sheriff Wright manifested a wi'l- 
ingness to do anything within range of his duty to 
help along the good work. 

Mr. Comstock had stipulated that he should be 
allowed to work with his own men, and that they 
should all be made Deputy Sheriffs. He selected 
his first assistant, Joseph N. Britton, and about 20 
others to accompany him. The party crossed over 
to Greenpoint soon after 10 o’clock, on the Tenth- 
street ferry. Four coaches awaited them there, 
and they were driven in a roundabout way to 
within a short distance of the Long Island City 
Court house. Mr. Comstock managed to enter the 
building unperceived, and had a consultation with 
Judge Gilbert and Sheriff Wright in an ante-room, 
which resulted in the latter officlals making 
each member of Mr. Comstock’s party a Deputy 
Sheriff. Returning to their carriages, the raiders 
started for the pool-rooms, whieh they reached 
about 1:45 P. M. ‘There wore forir squads of men. 
The first squad, under command of Mr. Comstock 
himself, wont to Levell’s pool-rooms: the second 
squad, under Sheriff Wright, went to Johnson's 
establishment: the third squad, under Mr. Britton, 
went to the gambling-place kept by Mr. John 
White, amd the tourth squad raided Kelly & Bliss’s 
extensive rooms in the rear of Coroner Robinson’s 
saloon. There were about 100 men and boys in 
Lovells establishment when the offieers enterea, 
and at sight of Comstock and his statwart backers 
everybody took to their heels. The windows and 
unguarded doors afforded a means of escape for 
all of the frightened people except an auc- 
tion pool man named Edward Ross, who was 
arrested, taken before Judge Gilbert, and held in 
default of $1,000 bail. he property seized in the 
various pool-rooms was as follows: Lovell’s, 2 
large tieket cabinets, about 150,000 tickets in a 
large box, 40 blackboards, 1 fren safe, and a quan- 
tity of counters and desks; John White's, 2 rou- 
lette “ lay-outs,” implements for faro, about 20,000 
tickets, and 23 chairs; Johnson’s, 20 dlackboards, 
about 100,000 tickets, and several desks: Kelly & 
Blias’s, 10 costly French pool recorders, 350,000 
tickets, 80 chairs, and many desks, 

After the raid had been made on White's pool 
room the proprietor of the place wus observed in 
an upper story of the building causing his most 
costly gambling paraphernalia to be removed to 
Tony Miller's hotel. Mr. Comstock hastened up 
stairs, seized the apparatus, and arrested } 
White. The latter, however, managed to free him- 
self from custody in some way very soon after- 
ward. When Mr. Comstock sought to enter Kelly 
& Bliss'’s establishment he found the doors locked. 
Coroner Hobinson, who stated that he owned 
the building, refused to allow Mr. Comstock te en- 
ter, and the latter promptly kicked two doors open 
and entered the spacious gambling-room in the 
rear of the Coroner’s saioon. Mr. Rowvinson at 
tempted to prevent him from entering, but Mr. 
Comstock put the Coroner to one side and warned 
him not to meddie with a pesce officer, In John 
son's pool-room lugene Fisber and Charles: Childs, 
two pool-sellers, were arrested, arraigred before 
Judge Gilbert, and admitted to bail each in the 
suin of $1,000. The three prisoners and four wagon 
Joads Of gumbling apparatus were taken to the 
Court-house about 5 o'clock. Consicerable diffi- 
culty was experienced in getting a sufficient num 
ber of wagons to convey the stuff from the gam- 
bling-rooms to the Court-house. As it was a very 
larwe quantity of the stuff was allowed to remain 
in thelestablishments until to day, each of the four 

ol-rooms being guarded during the night by men 
under the direction of Sheriff Wright. 

As Mr. Comstock was leaving the court-room he 
was accosted by a Long Lsland City Polive officer, 
who toid him that he had.a wnrrant for his arrest. 
Mr. Comstock asked him to produce his warrant, 
whereupon the officer drew ont an affidavit made 
by Coroner Robinson chargiag Mr. Comstock with 
having unlawfully trespaseed his premises 
with having camled off some $20 worth of 
erty. Mr. Comstock declined to go with the 
cer, and the latter went away to get warrant 
Subsequently he returned and accompanied Mr. 
Comstock to the Queens County Hotel, a short dis- 
tance from the Court-house. There Justice Dele 
hanty was found, and Lawyer Hnsteed appeared 
ase prosecuting attorney and made a speech half 
an hour lorg in spite of Mr. Comstock’s protest 
thet me one but the District Attorney or one of his 
deputies could appear us a prosecuting attorney. 
In compliance with instructions from Judge Gilbert 
Mr. Comstock showed Justiee Delehaniy his written 
appoelotment as Deputy Sher!¥ and two warrants 
issued by the Supreme Court that had been 
piaced ia his hands to be executed. The Justice 
of the Peace, however, declined to recognize the 
anthority of the Supreme Court, and jaformed Mr. 
Comstock that he must be prepared to answer 
Corener Robinson's charge at 10 o'clock this 
morning, until which time he was paroled. Mr 
Comstock was indignant at his arrest, which ho 
said was made for the purpose of gaining time for 
the gamblers to get away with their property. He 
says be was detained so long that he was unable 
to finish the serving of his warrants last evening. 
lle, however, saye he has sulicient good evidence 
to obtain indictments against 22 poel-sellars. 

In his charge to the Grand Jury of the October 
term of the Supreme Court, Circuit, in Long Island 
City, yesterday, Judge Gilbert said that an or- 
ganized effort had apparently been mado to frus- 
trate the law in that elty by the existence of pool- 
selling. “ It was the duty of the ofticera,’’ he said, 
“to arrest all persons found violating the law. 
and it was also the duty of the Police Commis 
sioners to see that the men under their orders 
performed thelr duty; but it was a greuter 
duty upon the part of the Mayor of the 
city to compel his officials to faithfully exe- 
cute the laws, He instructed the jury to make a 
thoreuch investigation and ascertain if there was 
any collusion between the officiais and the law- 
breakers, and if they found the facts as stated then 
they must act accordingly.’’ The charge created 
the most intense exviterment among the members 
of the ring which has so long controlled the city. 
It is considered probable that the Mayor himself 
may be indicted, ag some of the leading oity offi- 
clals have been subpoenaed to appear before the 
jury, who are determined to probe the matter to 
the bottom. 

The hearing of a motion for a temporary injunc- 
tion te restrain the Police from interfering with 
book-making at Jerome Park was adjourned from 
yesterday until to-day upon the application of As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Lacombe. Mr. Wil- 
liam A, Beach, who represents the Jerome Park 
Villa Site and Improvement Company, the plain- 
tit! against the Board of Police, was ready to argue 
the motion, but did not press it on. The order to 
show cause was sent to the Corporation Counsel 
teo late for hitn to prepare affidavits in opposition 
to the motion. 
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WATER IN THE RIVER TUNNEL. 

A rumor spread last night that the Hudson 
River Tunnel on the New-York side, at Morten- 
street, had caved'in. Toareporterof Tur Trves 
the engineer in charge said that at4o’clock yes- 


terday morning, while a gang of seven men were at 
work in the tunnel, which extends about 70 feet 
from the New-York sbore, a fresh water-pocket 
was struck, and the workmen did their utmost to 
fight back the water. Their efforts, however, were 
valueless, and the water poured in. Before they 
esonped from the tunnel the water was almost up 
to their necks. None of them were injured. 
Divers were at work all day yesterday fixing the 
heading. There was no caving in of the tunnel. 
It is expected that by 6 o’clocgk this merning the 
water Will be forced from it, and that the werk 
will be at once resumed. The engineer said that 
fresh water pockets had been encountered before 
and successfully overcome. 
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WRESTLERS SPOILING FOR A MATCH. 

Mr. Clarence Whistler, who claims to be the 
champion catch-as-catch-can wrestler of the world, 
with Mr. Tom Cannon and Mr. James Pilkineton, 
called at the Police Gazette office yesterday.

TALKING ON TARIFF TOPICS. 


ARGUMENTS FOR THE PROTECTION OF WCOL- 
GROWERS-—-PLEAS OF POTTERY MEN. 

PitTseURG, Penn., Oct. 9,—The Tariff Com- 
mission met here this morning in the Mononga- 
hela House. The first witness was John M. Stock- 
dale, editor of the Wool Grower and Farmer, who 
was one ofa committee appointed by the wool- 
growers of Washington County to bring the wool 
question to the attention of the commission. He 
spoke of the solicitude with which the farmers 
watohed the progress of the commission and 
would await its report. Washington County, he 
said, produced more wool in the same extent of 


territory than any other part of the United States. 
It was the pioneer section in the pro- 
duction of wool in this country, par- 
ticularly of the finer qualities. To overturn 
or to depress that interest now would be almost 
equal to a public calamity. The prices of wool at 
present were insufficient to justify a continuance 
of the business, and yet the competition from 
Australia, with its cheap land and its facilities 
for raising sheep, Was 80 great as to threaten 
the destruction of the wool-producing inter- 
est in Washington County. He read a report 
of the proceedings of the Wool-growers’ Con- 
vention of Washington County, in which it is 
asserted that the present duties on wool are wholly 
inadequate to afford the protection absolutely ne- 
cessary, and the suggestion is made that the wool 
which now pays 3 cents a pound shall pay 9 cents, 
and that all other wool shall pay 15 cents a pound 
and 20 per cent. ad valorem. Mr. Stockdale said 
there was a capital of $3,000,000 invested in sheep 
in that county; that there were 300,000 sheep there, 
and that the number had increased 25 per cent., 
and the yield per fleece from 3 to 5 pounds, since 
the tariff of 1867 went Into operation. Asa Man- 
chester, of the IWashington Counly Wool Grower, 
made an argument in the same interest. He be- 
lieved that nine-tenths of the wool-growers of 
Washington County were in favor ot the mainte- 
nance or increase of the present duty, but thata 
reduction of it would be disastrous and would 
cause the abandonment of the business. 

H. R. Hill,‘of East Liverpool, Onio, formerly a pot- 
tery manufacturer, spoke in favor of higher pro- 
tection to that industry, and replied to the points 
made by the importers of pottery at Buffalo against 
higher protection, He argued that protection had 
reduced the pricefZof chinaware to the consumer. 
The cheapest and best Rockingham ware and yel- 
low ware ia the world was now made inthe United 
States, and yet the duty on such goods was said 
to be prohibitory. Why would not the same con- 
dition of affairs produce the same result in the 
higher classes of goods? How wasit that with an 
advance in the net cost of English ware, and with 
the increase of duty from 24 to 40 per cent., 
such ware was now cheapest in the american 
market?’ There was but one answer. It was by 
reason of the growth of the business in this coun- 
try. If the tariff were increased the business would 
increase. domestic competition woulda arise, und 
prices would consequently fali. On the other hand, 
if the tariff were redneed many ef the American 
potteries that were now struggling for existence 
would have toclose theirdoors. Withas good ma- 
terial as could be had on earth, why should they 
not be given a chanee to develop it? Nearly 
every foreign country had specially favored 
the ceramic art. The business of manufacturing 
chinaware in this country had never been inten- 
tionally protected by a tariff. because when the 
present tariff? law was pessed there was no such 
ousiness here to be protected. The duty on it had 
been imposed for revenue only, not for protection. 


All the proteetion and encouragement that it ever } 


had had been accidental. Krnest Mayer and 
Enoch Reilly, of East Liverpool. practical potters 
and formerly connected with the Lancashire pot- 
teries, made a statement as to the difference in 
wages in England and in the United States to 
show how much larger the wages were here, and 
also as to the relative cost and quality of the 
products. 

Jobn F. Benlett, of Pittsburg. an engineer, spoke 
of the importance of sufficient protection to man- 
ganese ore and spiegeleisen. He hoped they would 
not be rated in tho tariff at less than the proportion 
which their value bore to the vaiue of iron ore and 
of pig-iron. Manganese ore would now be found 
in almost every State of the Union, and there were 
now in operation three blast furnaces for convert- 
ing it into spiegeleisen. At the conclusion of M,. 
Benlett’s remarks the commission adjourned until 
to-morrow.

Alter the passege of a resolution which gave to 
the Town Commissioners the power to renew the 
leases to original holders, Dann was informed vy 
Nathaniel H. Clement, a Brooklyn attorney, who 
had been acting for the Gravesend xuthorities, that 
he (Dunn) had a few days right in the leases he 
had sold to the Clears and Wilson.

These frauduicnt 
leases were set aside by the court, and the title to 
the leases, which expired in 1£80, reverted to the 
parties to whom Dunn originally sold—the Clears 
and Wilson. Since that suit was decided against 
the town the Trustees have refused torenow the 
leases to the lots in question to the Clears or Wil- 
son, though offers ranging from $300 to $750 a year 
have been offered for them.

HOUR CASHS OF HOMICIDE. 

~ 
OF THE PRISONERS PLEAD GUILTY— 
THER SENTENCE OF THE COURT. 

Four cases of homicide were disposed of by 
Judge Glidersiceve and Assistant District Attorney 
Byrne in the General Sessions Court yesterday. 
Terence McQuade, a dog-catcher, on Aug. 5, 
last, captured a pet dog at Vifth-avenue and Oye 
Hundred and Sixteenth-street. He was followed 
by a erowd of boys, and fired a revolver into their 
midst. The shots missed those for whom they 
were intended, but one of the bullets struck James 
Doyle, a youth, who was looking on, inflicting a 
wound of which he died. MoQuade pleaded qaity 
to manslaughter in the first decree, and Judge Gil- 
dersieeve sentenced him to seven years in State 
prisen. Michael Cooney, who, on Dec. 5 last, in a 
quarrel at Fifteenth-street and Avenue B, stabbed 
Joseph Cunviagham, inflicting a fatal wound, 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter in the third degree. 
Kie was sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. 
Patrick O’Carew, a sailor, en Aug. 4 last, while his 
vessel was lying off Ellis Island preparatory to 
sailing, stabbed Daniel Spicer, mate of the vessel 
E. J. Spicer, through the heart, killing him in- 
stantly. The prisoner appeared to have a cood de- 
fense, the mate, according tothe evidence of eye- 
witnesses, having by his cruelty goaded bim on 
to the act, ie pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter in the fourth degree, and received the 
mitigated penalty of one year in prison. In Feb- 
ruary, 1881, an Italian named Nicolla Samtarsieri 
was killed in a quarrel in front of No. 41 Mulberry- 
street. Two fellow-countrymen named _ Luigi 
Chieetti and Antonia Tozzo were arrested for the 
erlme, the former charged witb stabbing and the 
latter with shooting him. Tozzo was tried in the 
General Sessions Court, but the jury acquitted 
him. Chicetti, who has been in the Tombs for the 
past 18 months, and is suffering from paralysis, 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter in the third de- 


gree. Judge Gildersleeve sent him to State prison 
for two years. 


CONVICTED OF KILLING HIS WLFF. 
David Taylor was tried yesterday, in the 


Passaic County Court, at Paterson, N. J., on an in- 
dictment for manslaughter, in killing his wife on 
Aug. 15 last by striking her on the side of the head 
with a beer mug. causing a fracture of the skull, 
froci which she died on Aug. 28. Mary Kidd, sister 
of the deceased woman, said she saw her go into 
the saloon of her husband, the prisouer, and soon 
after heard a heavy fall. Dr. T. J. Kane testified 
that he was called to see Mrs. Taylor on the night 
of the injury and found her lying ona lounge tn 
her husband's house with her skull fractured. Tay- 
lov said she had come in drunk and angered him, 
and he had thrown a beer mug at her. She re- 
mained at her husband's house until the 24th, as he 
and she both objected to her going toa hospital, al- 
though the physician advised it. On that day she was 
removed to St. Jceseph’s Hospital, and the skull 
was trephined, a piece of the bene being removed. 
It was nine days after the injury ere he discovered 
that the bone was depressed. Every effort was 
made to elevate it, but without success. Dr. G. H. 
Balleray and Dr. em Kip corroborated the tes- 
timony of Dr. Kane. Forthe defense an attempt 
was madeto show that more skillful treatment, 
and at the earliest stage of the wound, would have 
saved the woman's life. Most stress was placed, 
however, on testumony to show the previous good 
character of the defendant. The case was sub- 
mitted to the jury without summing up, and after 
2 short absence they returned with a verdict of 
mausiaughter, as charged in the indictment. Beil 
wus refused forhim by the court. Sentence will 
probably be pronounced pext waek,-

THE WORK BEGUN BY THE YOUNG 

DEMOCRATS. 

THE ENCOURAGEMENT GIVEN BY PROMINENT 
CITIZENS—ROBERT A. VAN WYCK’S PLEA 
—THE REASONS WHY THE CITIZENS 
SHOULD START AN INDEPENDENT MOVE- 
MENT. 


Some excitement was caused last evening at 
the meeting of the Young Men’s Democratic Club, 
by a bitter denunciation of the proposed Demo- 
cratic union and a plea for a citizens’ ticket, 


uttered by Mr. Robert A. Van Wyck, a member of 


the County Democraocy’s Executive Committee. 
Mr. Van Wyck remained away from the meet- 
ing of that committee last night in order 
that he might oppose its policy in a 
place where his voice would not be smothered, 
The meeting of the Young Men’s Democratic Club 
was presided over by Mr. L. G. Garrettson. After 
the routine business had been done, Mr. James E. 
Graybill made the following report on behalf of a 
Committee of Ten recently appointed to confer 
with well-known citizens generally respecting the 
advisability of running a citizens’ ticket: 

Your committee, appointed to confer with eltizens 
in reference to the selection of candidates for 
City and County offices, in eae progess beg 
leave to say that they had daily sittings, an 
appointed sub-committees, who have conferred with 
citizens of the character mentioned in the resolution; 
that they have met with the warmest eacouragemient, 
and have every reason to believe that the eifort of the 
club, aided by sach citizens, will result in the selection 
ofthe best men as candidates for County ofiices, who 
will be in fuli accord with public opinion, now so 
strongly expressed against ali machine nominations, 

Immediately after the reception of this report 
had been moved, Mr. Van Wyck said that as noone 
else offered to do it, he would, with some reluc- 
tance, review the loca! political situation. He said: 

“To my mind a more important question has 
never engaged the attention of this club than 
that now under consiceration. Is it wise 
to advocate «a Democratic union in _ this 
City with candidates named by Mr. Kelly and 
consented to by leaders of other organiza- 


tions? Will the Democratic masses of this 
City give their support to such nominations? 
The welfare of this commercial Metropolis de- 
mands a Mayor named by the people. It isa cry- 
ing shame that the people should be reduced by 
the two political parties to the most degrading al- 
ternative of choosing between a eandidate for 
Mayor designated by Tammany, as dominated by 
its arrogant leader, and a candidate desig- 
nated by that small coterie of Federal 
office-holders in charge of a party machine 
in sympathy with and under the absolute 
control of the gentleman whose elevation to the 
Presidency resulted irom that spirit of revenge 
which prompted foul assassination and forgery in 
order to gain control of the State Government. 
Will a union of Democratic organizations as- 
sist in the election of Cleveland? The 
answer is No! Will sueh a union ® benefit 
the City? The answer is No. It is self-evident 
that the conservative element will not be encour- 
aged to vote at the ceming elaction if such a union 
is had. Yo the casual observer of events in this 
City since Tammany has become subservient to, 
and the pliable instrumeat of, one man it has 
become apparent that 2a large number 
of the Democratic people have be- 
come hostile to its influeaces, antagonizing 
the same at the polls. A union between him and 
leaders of other organizations wili not unite the 
yoters of Democratic proclivities in support of the 
candidate for Mavor, no matter how hign his 
oharacter, nomivated by such an arrange- 
ment. On the contrary, it will areuse the 
citizens, irrespective of party, to piace an 
opposition ticket in the field, and so disgust many 
independent Democrats that they will in despair 
remain at home and thus lessen the vote for the 
State ticket. The citizens are firmly convinced that 
evil must flow from the elevation of one man to 
power. They cannot be deceived into the support 
of a'candidate for Mayor named by Kelly, with other 
leaders, by the plea that the nominee is an 
eminent business man of a fair character, tor they 
are convinced from the history of Kelly’s career 
that he will not name any man unless he believes 
that he can either Influenee or foree him to turn 
over the administration of the affairs of the City 
to his tender mercies. Every public officer who 
has heretofore refused to do this and yield to his 
dictation bas been confronted with his vindictive 
and unrelenting warfare. 

“The people will never consent,” oontinned Mr. 
Van Wyck, “that Kelly, directly or- indirect- 
ly, shall exercise the functions of Mayer. 
If such a union is made the threatened danger of 
his rule will so engage the attention of in- 
cependent citizens as to veil to some de- 
gree the wrongs and frauds of the 
Saratoga Convention. Patriotism, love of 
home and free institutions strengly appeal to you 
to leave no stone urturned to prevent so fatal a 
mistake. Interests of the State ticket, welfare of the 
City, and the good of the party forbid such a union. 
However, you must not assume that the County 
Democracy will be faise to its principles and false 
to its professions. But hope that its leader- 
ship will exhibit the same wisdom which, 
in the convention at Syracuse, demon- 
strated that it reflected the sentiment 
of the conservative element of the Democratic 
Party of the City of New-York, by presenting for 
nomination for Governor one of her honored citi- 
zens, who in the highest degree was the repre- 
sentative of honest and efficient administration. 
Let us hope that the County Democracy will bow 
to the almost universal sentiment of those who 
have followed its fortunes in the past by refusing to 
enter into an unholy alliance with the enemy of good 
government, the representative of hate and revenge. 
It is to be hoped that the County Democracy will 
hau with delight this movement of the citizens. 
and in conjunction with them adopt « broad ard 
liberal policy in the selection of candidates of such 
high character and eminent fitmess as to convince 
the conservative citizens of all parties that their 
election means good government for this munici- 
pality. It is by your bold and determined action 
trat such a result is to be accomplished.” 

The ideas of Mr. Van Wyck were warmly com- 
mended by Mr. Theodore Arnold, who spoke of the 
possibility of making the Young Men’s Democratic 
Club a controlling power in the councils of the 
local party. 

Mr. Francia Oliver delivered a sonorous speech, in 
———— to Mr. Van Wyck. He urged that the 
club should refrain from active part in the seleo- 
tion of candidates. The effort toward union 
should he allowed to go on without interruption, 
he thought, and its results should be seen before 
being judged. If the union was not seaied 
by the nemination of a good ticket, it would be 
proper for the club to assist in putting a good 
ticket before the public. Frank Dupignac was op- 
posed to going into a citizens’ movement at once, 
but in favor of preparations to nominate or in- 


too short for a successful citizens’ movement. Mr. 
Charles H. Byrne said he was not afraid of Kelly 
ner of anybody else. He simply wanted to avoid 
in loca. affairs everything that might hurt Cleve- 
land’s chances. His advice to the club was to keep 
out of a citizens’ movement until a Democratic 
union had been brought about and its character 
could be definitely determined. George H. Me- 
Adam made an amusing speech. He told 
hew he had been a Republican until 1879, and 
how well he knew that Republicans will bluster 
about the defects of their own party. and then go 
to the polls and vote solidly against the Dem- 
ocrats. There was a Western desperado who 
could mot fight unless he had rea paint on 
his ear, and Republicans, perhaps, could 
vote for Demoerats if they had red paint on their 
ears. The forgeries at Saratoga might be that red 
paint, but he doubted it. and predicted that if the 
Democracy expected many Republican votes it 
would “ get left.” 

The discussion was finally closed by the reeep- 
tion of the report of the Committee of Ten, which 
body subsequently, on motion of Mr. Graybill, 
Was empowered to continue its conferences 
with citizens and to act in emergencies. 
On motion of Mr. Francis M. Scott the 
club recommended the ratification of the 
constitutional amendment respecting free canals. 
Chairman Garrettson appointed a committee as 
follows to co-operate with the State Campaign 
Committee: Francis M. Scott, Edward L. Parris, 
John H. V. Arnold, Hamilton B. Tompkins, John 
E. Bagley, Robert A. Van Wyck, and L. G. Gar- 
rettson. <A letter was read in which Mr. Grover 
Cleveland, answering an invitation from the club, 
said his —— plan was pot to make speeches 
during the campaign.

He had 
sobdered up, and did not appear to have a clear 
recollection of what had ovcurred the night be- 
fore. He was remanded without bail to await the 
result of Brady’s injuries. Connor and Brady hava 
been rival runners for sailor boarding-houses in 
this City. It was their business to wait about the 
bearding station for incoming vessels and get all 
the sailors they could to go to their respectiva 
establishments. The rivalry led to bad feeling, and 
when drunk they often quarreled.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, generally fatr and 
slightly cooler weather, northerly to westerly 
winds, and higher barometer. 

To-day offers the first opportunity for the 
registration of voters in this City and the 
second for registration in Brooklyn. It is 
hardly necessary to remark that the one 
thing which no good citizen ought to do in 
the present anomalous condition of parties 
is to keep away from the polis. He may 
not be entirely satisfied with the position of 
either party or with the candidates presented 
for his choice, but the least effectual kind of 
protest is the protest of abstention. He must 
be hypercritical indeed if among the long 
list of names borne on the various ballots he 
cannot find some eminently worthy of his 
support, His condemnation of unfit nomi- 
nations can only be felt through his ap- 
proval of good ones. The influences which 
are at work to secure able and reputable 
candidates for City and County offices in 
this City and in Brooklyn will be exerted to 
but little purpose if the intelligent majority 
of Republicans conclude that they can best 
express their disgust of party management 
by staying at home. The reform of local 
Government is a question which touches the 
comfort, the pocket, and the municipal 
pride of every citizen.’ It will never be ac- 
complished by standing aloof and grum- 
bling. It is votes alone that count in a 
struggle of this character, and no one can 
vote who does not first register. 





The Republican ratification meeting to be 
held to-morrow night will certainly not be 
wanting in interest whatever it may lack in 


enthusiasm. The prescnce of Mr. CHaun- 
vey M. Depew as the chief speaker of the 
evening is a guarantee that the proceedings 
will not be dull. To acampaign officered by 
the lieutenants of Mr. Conxuine it should be 
a positive gain to have the eloquent advocacy 
of one of the chief exponents of anti-Conk- 
ling sentiment in the State. A genuine intel- 
lectual pleasure should be derived from the.

a convention in which the’ ‘‘ forbidden and 
abhorrent forces’? which triumphed at Al- 
bany last year were so ably neutralized. A 
speech from Mr. Conxiine himself would 
excite less curiosity than a speech at the 
present juncture from Mr. CuauNncey M.

‘methods of the District Attorney’s office’ 
were aswell known a month ago as they are’ 
to-day, and if the employment of special 
‘counsel were necessary it ought to have been 
‘made at once. It is, however, encouraging to 
find that the star route organs keep up their 
gngry protest against taking the investiga- 
‘tion out of the hands of District Attorney 
WCORKBILL, for that is the best possible evi- 
dence that the inquiry now on foot is in- 
nded to be a serious one. It is to be hoped 
t the moral effect of such an inauiry and 


the prosecution to which it ought to lead 
will not be frittered away by further waste 
of time. 


SALTER and WARD, the two ingenious 
place-hunters, who sought to get ‘their 
man” into the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing by stealing from the present chief 
of the bureau, appear to have been confident 
of ultimate success. They declared that 
their alleged employer, Mr. Berry, of Phil- 
adelphia, was sure of the place if only Mr. 
Irish could be got out. So sure were 
they that they fixed on Nov. 1 as 
the day when the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing should be transferred 
from IrisH to Berry, and the division of 
the plunder should begin. ‘To get Berry 
in, it was necessary to get Irn1sH out. This 
could not be done except by destroying 
IrntsH’s character, and this was to be ac- 
complished by stealing his private letters 
and the plates and distinctive paper used in 
the establishment. The thieves were to be 
rewarded with promotion and increased pay 
when Berry, SALTER, and WARD came into 
power. If the greed for office has ever dragged 
men into lower deeps of infamy than this, 
the world has no knowledge of the facts. 
Felony was to be committed for the pur- 
pose of creating a vacancy in an office on 
which covetous eyes were fixed. It should 
be said that Mr. Berry denies that he had 
any knowledge of the doings of SALTER and 
Warp, although he was to be chiefly bene- 
fited by the success of their conspiracy. If 
Mr. Berry is really innocent the thing that 
has happened to him is a frightful warning 
to office-seekers. 

The wastefulness and corruption of the 
Joint Control in Egypt is in a fair way to be 
exposed during the reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment by the English. ScxLTan Pasha, the 
President of the Chamber of Notables, has § 
been emboldened by the talk about the abo- 
lition of the Control to denounce it as extrava- 
gant, declaring that £400,000 might be saved 
annually by the substitution of native offi- 
cials for the Europeans. This is a moderate 
estimate. The number of Europeans draw- 
ing pay from the Egyptian Government in 
March last was 1,325, and their salaries 
amounted to £373,000. Through the influ- 
ence of the high officers of the Control 
other Europeans held valuable _ privi- 
leges and were able to make contracts 
with the Government whereby they became 
rich and the Government was systematically 
robbed. Add to this that these Europeans 
and their property were exempt from taxa- 
tion, and it will be seen that SuLTAN Pasha 
has not overstated the saving which might 
be accomplished by the change... But the 
European parasites who have’ so long 
been sucking the life-blood of Egypt will 
make a hard fight to maintain the Control or 
some equivalent system of spoliation which 
will leave them undisturbed. It was largely 
through their resistance to the reforms pro- 
posed by the Chamber last February and 
their successful appeals to the Foreign Of- 
fice to protect them in their fat places that 
the war was provoked. 


Something practical may be hoped from 
the resolution passed by the Trustees of the 
East River bridge yesterday. It places the 
investigation of all the financial operations 
of the Trustees since 1875, together with 
that of the strength and safety of the 
bridge, in the hands of Mayor Low, of 
Brooklyn, and Mayor Grace, of this City, 
with power to employ experts, the report 
to be made as soon as practicable. . As 
this in no way interferes with the 
progress of the work, it is as good a method 
as could be devised of getting at the facts in 
this very confused matter. In this connec- 
tion we may say that while Mayor Low in 
his remarks on Friday night suggested a 
change in the appointing power of the 

3rooklyn Trustees, he disclaims any inten- 
tion of suggesting that New-York’s interests 
should be ignored, though some ambiguity 
in his reported language left room for such 
an impression. 

MR. CLEVELAND'S POSITION. 

Aside from the specific reference to the 
convention which nominated him, it would 
be impossible to infer from Mr. , CLEVE- 
LAND’s letter of acceptance which political 
party he represents as a candidate for Gov- 
ernor of this State. Perhaps in view of the 
peculiar condition of New-York politics he 
may have purposely avoided dwelling upon 
questions which are supposed to determine 
the fundamental differences between parties., 
Whatever the reason, he has refrained. en-. 
tirely from casting reflections upon the ‘ Re- 
publicas Party and from making claims in 
behalf of that which has nominated him. 
So far as questions of supreme interest in 
this State are concerned, there is, in fact, 
little difference of opinion among thought- 
ful and candid men. The party interest in 
the pending contest attaches chiefly to the 
influence which the result is likely to have 
upon future political control in the wider field 
of national affairs and the incidental effect 
which may be produced upon local adminis- 
tration in its narrower sense, such as the 


government of great cities like New-York 
and Brooklyn. So far as State policy in its 
strict sense is concerned, there is little dif- 
ference to be found in the professions of the 
two parties or of their leading candidates as 
set forth in the platforms and letters of ac-' 
ceptance. If they were to be judged by 
these alone, the choice would have to be de- 
termined by the character of the men hold-, 
ing positions of controlling influence or put 
forward for such positions, and by the prac-; 
tical relations which these men hold to the 
interests to be dealt with. 

Mr. CLEVELAND gives a prominent place 
in his letter to the question of protecting 
primary elections so as to secure the free and 


uncontrolled action of those who are entitled 
to take part in them. Judging from the 
platforms there is no difference of opinion 
between the parties on this point. The 
Republicans in their convention declared 
that ‘‘stringent | legislation should be 


enacted to secure the purity and honesty 
of primary elections, and that all possible 
safeguards should be thrown about these 
sources of the political action of the people.”’ 
The Democrats, declaring that ‘‘ primary 
elections, openly and honestly conducted, 
afford the surest means of securing the most 
suitable candidates for public office,’’ pro- 
nounced in favor of the ‘‘speedy passage of 
general laws providing against fraud and. 
intimidation at such elections.” Both the 
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leading candidates have recognized the 
importance of this subject in unequivocal 
terms, and «.ccepted the doctrine of the 
platforms. The position which has thus 
been reached, in profession at least, is an 
evidence of the rapidity with which reform 
ideas are making headway in these times. 
In practice neither party has yet given much 
ground for confidence in regard to the purity 
of primary elections, and their promises are 
to be judged by their general reputation for 
trustworthiness and the presumed interests 
which they have at stake in the unregulated 
caucus system. 

On the subject of reform and improve- 
ment in the civil service Mr. CLEVELAND 
enunciates some very excellent general prin- 
ciples, but they are of the kind which no- 
body disputes. He has nothing to say of 
the definite measures by which the results 
which he considers so desirable are to be at- 
tained. The Democratic platform is equally 
indefinite, while that of the Republicans 
makes a specific demand for ‘‘ adequate le- 
gislation’’ to enforce competitive tests for 
appointments and prevent removals ex- 
cept for cause. The Republican can- 
didate also defined his position somewhat 
more clearly on this subject than Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND has done. In principle there is little 
or no difference, but we may be sure that 
nothing but a very emphatic and persistent 
public demand, enforced by independence 
in voting, will secure from either party: the 
action needed to put an end to the evils 
which infest the civil service of State and 
nation. Personal efforts of those holding 
the power of appointment will produce 
temporary benefits, but will not reform the 
system. The denunciation of political 
assessments is especially easy for the party 
against which their proceeds are used, but 
stringent measures are needed to stop this 
kind of black mail, which no party has yet 
shown itself too good to employ when ina 
position to do so. 

Parties and candidates are also at one in 
regard to the importance and wisdom of ac- 
cording local self-government to the cities of 
the State. So much mischief has been done 
by the meddling and muddling of the Legis-' 
lature with the local affairs of cities that no 
argument is left for those who have main- 
tained that the colléctive wisdom and virtue 
of the State is needed to direct the adminis- 
tration of municipal interests. It is coming 
to be admitted that those who are familiar 
with those interests and directly affected by 
them are best fitted to control them. If any 
trust is to be put in party professions, the 
time is approaching when New-York, with 
its vast interests, will enjoy an equal degree 
of freedom with a Long Island ‘ishing vil- 
lage. 

The people of this State seem likely to have 
an opportunity to exercise their sovereign 
judgment upon the free canal amendment to 
the Constitution uninfluenced by party decla- 
rations or the predilections of candidates, 
There is asingular unanimity in political quar- 
ters in favor of leaving this particular question 
to the people for decision. Mr. CLEVELAND 
shares the general confidence in the popular 
wisdom in regard to this subject. His views 
upon the relation of corporations to the law 
are? eminently sound,;and he differs in 
no respect from the Republican candi- 
date as to the advisability of enforcing 
in good faith the Railroad Commission law. 
His condemnation of the use of money to 
influence the political action of the people 
and the work of the Legislature is timely 
and wise. A danger lurks in this form of 
corruption that cannot, be over-estimated or 
too -speedily grappled with. The closing 
paragraphs of the candidate’s letter contain. 
much wisdom, simply and clearly stated. 
‘The perplexities and the mystery often sur- 
rounding the administration of State concerns 
grow, ina great measure, out of an attempt 
to serve partisan ends rather than the wel- 
fare of the citizen.” It may be reduced to 
‘quite simple elements’ by bearing in 
mind that the duty of public servants is to 
‘* protect the rights of the people, to answer 
their needs as they arise, and to expend for 
their benefit the money drawn from them 
by taxation.” , Mr. CLEVELAND’s letter is, 
on the whole, moderate, non-partisan, and 
indicative of a fair degree’ of political wis- 
dom, combined with the‘ best of personal 
intentions. 

THE RETURN OF PLEROLA., 

Somewhere between Paris and Panama 
one of Peru’s ablest Presidents has been lost 
or mislaid.* On the 23d of August last a 
cable dispatch dated at Paris was received 
in Lima saying that Don, Nicouas DE Pim- 
ROLA’ would , sail for | home on the’ next 
steamer. A careful study of — time- 
tables showed that if the < ex-Dictator 
did leave France about that date he ought 
to reach Panama on his way to the west 
coast by the steamer arriving on Sept. 27. 
He was not aboard the steamer, nor have his 
many personal and political friends received 
any hint as to his whereabouts since the 
Paris dispatch of Aug. 23. His strange dis- 
appearance is not only acause of distress 
and alarm to, his: friends,: but also’a 
source of embarrassment and nameless fear 
to the other Presidents of Peru. There are 
at present three other gentlemen holding this. 
position. ¢ GARciA CALDERON, the original 


Provisional ; President, has somehow got 
away from his Chilian jailers, and has re- 


‘cently been engaged with our : Minister, 


Dr. Logan, in an attempt to make 
peace * with ° Chili. His . title to the 
Presidency * is, of * course, * clear and 
indisputable. «. MonTERO, who succeeded to 
CALDERON’S place when the Jatter was per- 
suaded to visit Chili last November, has 
now definitely organized a new party which, 
with 2,000 regular troops and 4,000 militia, 
now ‘at Arequipa, will support his Presi- 
dency against the other ‘claimants.* The 
intractable Cacergs, with 6,000 troops, 
remains; at arma,’ and * continues to 
proclaim himself Supreme Chief of the re- 
public. . By the end of the week Ieuesras, 
Preroua’s old Minister of War, will have 
convened his Piérolist Congress at Caja- 
‘marca, and then he may be added to the list, 
for, of course, with a personal and private 
Congress in his back parlor, the temptation 
to grasp the cheap and easy Presidency will 
be too much for his loyalty to PreROLA. 
The most natural and at the same time the 
most disquieting suspicion of the home 
Presidents will be that Prerona is coming 


back by the way of Cape Horn. In that 
case he will certainly visit the Chilian capi- 


tal, and conclude a treaty of peace, 
ceding Taranaca and giving his _per- 


is even 


sonal notes for 60 and 90 days 
for the mouey indemnity demanded by 
Chili. He will then suddenly .ppear in 
Lima, preceded by heralds proclaiming that 
he brings ‘‘ peace with honor;’’ the Chilian 
troops will withdraw, and, in the general 
joy of the people at being delivered out of 
the hands of Gen. Lynca—who has an un- 
pleasant way of levying a military ‘‘ assess- 
ment” on the citizens every Saturday night 
—the long-absent Dictator will be welcomed 
with a patriotic fervor which will fuse the 
factions into one great Piérolist party and 
leave the other Presidents with none to do 
them reverence. 

If Przro.a is not heard from within the 
next ten days, the Cape Horn hypothesis 
will be accepted as the true one. No doubt 
his return to the Presidency would be the 
best thing that could happen to Peru. As 
Dictator he made huge mistakes, foolishly 
prolonged the war, and finally ran away 
after the battle of Miraflores. But 
he still has more followers in Peru than any 
other contemporary President or statesman, 
and he is perhaps the only Peruvian living 
who, as President, might venture to treat 
for peace on the terms proposed and insisted 
on by Chili. CALDERON’s recent failure at 
Arequipa shows that he is not ready to give 
up the nitrate and guano territory. Probably 
he would not dare to suggest a full compli- 
ance with Chili’s demands while public sen- 
timent in Peru is so stubbornly opposed to 
any cession of territory. But Prerona, 
suddenly appearing upon the scene in a 
brilliant tableau, the sword of the Dictator 
and the olive branch of the successful peace- 
maker holding conspicuous places among 
the accessories, might hope to stir the popu- 
lar heart to an impulsive approval of his 
course. 

His political friends in Lima have evi- 
dently counted on something like this. 
Garcia y Garcra, his former Secretary of 
State—with whom, it will be remembered, 
the late Minister HurLsor injudiciously en- 
gaged in a correspondence—with Don Car- 
Los Prerowa, recently left Lima for Guaya- 
quil, expecting to meet him there. They 
and others of the Piérolist leaders profess 
ignorance as to his present whereabouts, but 
they have evidently arranged a careful pro- 
gramme for his return to the Presidency. 
It is hinted that the project finds favor 
with the Chilian Government, and it 
said that Chili would be will- 
ing to make the territorial ~ cession 
easier for Peru to bear by assuming some 
portion of the Peruvian debt, which in jus- 
tice she ought to do, as the yield of the 
guano and nitrate deposits of Tarapaca is 
pledged to Peru’s: creditors. No doubt 
with this easement of the terms it would 
still be a hard bargain for Peru, but she 
has been conquered and is not in a position 
to be defiant or obstinate, and her present 
wretched state makes peace on some terms 
an urgent necessity. If PreroLa can make 
this peace and secure the evacuation of her 
capital by the Chilian troops, get her own 
machinery of government once more in mo- 
tion, and suppress the guerrillas who are 
now ravaging the interior he will have done 
his country good enough to atone for much 
of the evil that has come upon her in the 
past through him. 

THE CONTENIMENT OF CR@SUS. 

When a great man like Mr. W. H. Van- 
DERBILT talks of the things which he under- 
stands, the world must needs listen. Mr. 
VANDERBILT'S views on art, architecture, 
goodjliving, good manners, or literature would 
not be worth a rush. But when Mr. VaNnDER- 
BILT discourses of money-making and rail- 
road management, what he says is worth 
listening to and considering. Mr. Van- 
DERBILT is the richest man in Amer- 
ica. Individually, that is to. say, count- 
ing out family estates and properties, 
he is probably the richest man in the world. 
Most of this vast wealth he has inherited. 
Some of it he has added to the original 
store by his own shrewdness and energy, 
and some 'of it is the mere accretion of 
wealth, the accumulation which takes place 
in pursuance of the law by which money 
makes money. People © respect { wealth 
wherever it may be found. The average 
man invests with a peculiar and unique 
majesty the person who holds great wealth. 
Even the bank Cashier, who handles mil- 
lions, and whose daily pay is a beggarly pit- 
tance, is clothed with fictitious, splendor 
and importance. . Therefore, Mr.. W. H. 
VANDERBILT is a great man. 


’ Honest men should be glad that when Mr. ,j 


VANDERBILT talked with the % reporter 
whose interview was telegraphed to THe 
Times from Chicago he spoke. with that 
frankness which can be best afforded by a. 
man who has made his millions and who 
has no concern as to the fate or condition 
of his fellow-men. Mr. VANDERBILT is, 
before ‘all other , things, a railroad man.’ 
What he does not know‘ about railroads, it 
is popularly supposed, is not worth know- 


ing. , When railroad companies : want any-. 


thing from the public ‘or! from legisla- 
tive authority they plead that railroads 
are a great public necessity; that the iron 
highway is your true civilizer, and that the 
world would go backward if the work of 


railway-building were brought to a pause. 
Mr. VANDERBILT disdains* this nonsense. 


‘The railroads,” he says, “ are not run for’ 
the benefit of the dear public.” Certainly 
not. Charters are‘ granted by the Legisla- 


ture, lands are given by Congress, and the: 
is. 


right of way across private domains 
ceded for the benefit of the stockholders. 
The roads are built, according to this emi- 
nent authority, ‘“‘by men who invest their 
money and who expect to get a fair per- 
centage on the same.”’ 

What is a fair percentage? . The wealth 


of the Stanfords, Orockers, . Goulds, 
Huntingtons, and Vanderbilts,” repre- 


senting, as it does, something surpassing 
the dreams of Aladdin and Monte Cristo, 
has been accumulated from these ‘‘ fair per- 
centages’’ on railway investments, These 
railway magnates have made it their busi- 
ness to destroy the property of others in 
order that their own may be aggrandized, 
To them the wealth of the country, its devel- 
opment, its growth, and its prosperity, are 
nothing except so far as these things pour 
new streams of wealth into their coffers. 
Mr. VanpErRsiLt honestly acknowledges 
that he does not care a penny for the ‘‘ dear 
public,’’ nor for its safety and convenience, 
unless it may be for his own individual 


gain. He would not even run a fast train 


over his road if a rival road had not com- 
pelled him to by putting on such a train. 
‘*Railroads,”’ says the great man, “are not 
run on sentiment, but on business princi- 
ples,” and Mr. VANDERBILT is bound to say 
that he looks out for Number One before 
all other persons or things. It is this 
supreme selfishness, we may suppose, 
that leads Mr. VANDERBILT to the con- 
clusion that it is fair, honest, and 
proper for him to put upon his railroads, 
contracts which benefit him while they do 
not benefit the stockholders. He may put 
on his roads palace cars and sleeping cars 
at ruinous rates, so long as he is a heavy 
stockholder in the companies controlling 
this rolling-stock, although his railway 
stockholders may not be so fortunate. He 
may sanction contracts with freight trans- 
portation companies whose merchandise 
passes over his rails and make much money 
asa partner in the freight business, while 
his fellow-stockholders may suffer. No 
matter—the great man’s rule in life 1s to look 
out for Number One. The rest of the world 
must keep out of the way. 

In the same light and cheerful vein Mr. 
VANDERBILT discourses of Railroad Commis- 
sioners, anti-monopolists, and railway em- 
ployes. The railway employes who com- 
plain are ‘‘shiftless fellows who spend their 
money in drink and riotous living, and who 
are ready to complain of anything.” Of 
such is the water-carrier, an ambitious lad, 
earning $16 per month of the great VANDER- 
BILT’S money by carrying ice-water through 
the train and acting as brakeman in emergen- 
cies. It does not matter whether this 
particular boy was one of Mr. VANDERBILT’s 
servitors or not. Hiring one man to do two 
men’s work is a part of the admirable sys- 
tem by which railroad magnates are able to 
build palaces, buy princely works of art, 
and skim the cream from every material 
pleasure that the world affords. Why 
should the Prince bother himself with 
railway disasters that carry mourm- 
ing and lamentation into many homes? 
Railroad Commissioners, to be sure, ‘‘ have 
to be bought up by the railroads if 
any legislation favorable to the road is de- 
sired.’’ But as these are ‘‘ usually ignorant 
persons,”’ it does not so much matter. As 
for the anti-monopolists, they are ‘“ usually 
the most purchasable.”’ Hear this, ye dis- 
ciples of anti-monopoly! VANDERBILT 
reckons youa cheap lot. The great man 
has made his money, or he has got it, in va- 
rious ways. The rest of the world may wag 
as it will. Poverty, distress, want, misery, 
and temptation are nothing to: Dives rolling 
in his wealth. ‘‘ The public be ——,”’ cries 
he. ‘‘l am rich and full of all manner of 
good. I will eat, drink, and be merry.” 
And this is the full measure of one man’s 
ambition. 


THE COMET. 

A large number of letters have been writ- 
ten to THe TrmEs by persons who insist that 
they have seen the alleged comet, which is 
said to be visible a little before sunrise, and 
that Tue Times was mistaken in denying 
the existence of the comet. 

It is astonishing that people should be so 
weak as to imagine that they can create 
evidence worthy of any attention by this 
sort of letter-writing. _ Of what possible 
value as evidence as to anything isa letter 
signed ‘‘ Observer’’ or ‘‘Henry R. Smith,” 
or any other name, so long as the writer is 
unknown. ‘Nothing could be easier than 
for any person who is interested in keeping 
alive the comet hoax to write dozens of 
letters purporting to be the work of persons 
who have seen the pretended comet. There 
is not a court of justice this side of Egypt 
that would permit such letters to be offered 
in evidence, and there is not an intelligent 
man whose judgment would be influenced 
one ‘particle by them. Were the writers 
acting in good faith they would, of course, 
have put their assertions as to the alleged 
comet in the shape of affidavits, but it is 
hardly necessary to say that in no case has 
this been done. 

There is precisely one letter among the 
many written to THe Times on this subject 
which bears the appearance of having been 
written in good faith. It purports to come 
from a lady whose husband made her get up 
one night ,last week, at frequent intervals 
from 1 o’clock A. M. until 6, in order to 
see the comet. » She asserts that she finally 
did see it, after’ which, it may be pre- 
sumed, she was permitted to go to sleep. 
Granting . that; this letter is written in 
good faith, it still is very far from be- 
ing entitled to be regarded as evidence 
of the existence of a comet. The lady omits 
to say that she saw the comet separate and 
apart from her husband and without con- 
straint on his part. She even admits that 
her husband forced her to look at the comet. 
In these circumstances, what is more probable 
than that the wearied woman, longing for 
her pillow, and in _terror lest her husband 
should compel her to watch for the comet 
for many nights to come, consented to ac- 
cept a,distant street lamp as a comet, and 
actually convinced herseif that it was such. 
The imagination is very strong in’ women 
when exercised in connection with astrono- 
my, as is shown by the familiar story of the 
Western Girl and the Shooting Stars, relat- 
ed in ‘‘ Loomis’s Astronomy,” page 437. 
The Western girl in question, who was sit- 


ting on the back piazza and had made an. 


agreement with her lover by which he was 


entitled to one kiss for every shooting star 
that he might see, mistook the torches of a 


political procession, that took three hours to’ 
‘pass any given point, for shooting stars, and 


insisted that they should be obeyed and re- 
spected accordingly. When women can make 
mistakes like this, we may well hesitate be- 
fore receiving their testimony in any cir- 
cumstances as to any astronomical phenom- 
enon. 


The evidence.that there is no comet is In- 
creasing daily. Within the last few days 
certain pretended astronomers have asserted 
that the comet has-split into three distinct 
comets, while other pretended astronomers 
maintain that it is not even cracked. Were 
the letters in which these contradictory asser- 
tions are made written by real astronomers 
concerning a real comet, it would be nior- 
ally certain that all the writers could not 
be telling the truth. There is just as much 
reason for believing the persons who say that 
the comet is broken up as those who say 
that itis not—or, in other words, there is 
no reason for believing any of them. No 
real astronomers would have the folly and 
imvertinence to differ as to whether a comet. 


visible to the naked eye, was or was not 
broken into three pieces. These letters, 
signed with the names of well-known as- 
tronomers, must be hold and reckless for- 
geries, and it would be interesting to know 
if they are the work of Stalwart members of 
the Republican State Committee or are 
simply the creations of a silly practical 
joker. 

Furthermore, the journals which innocent- 
ly, or otherwise, lend themselves to the fur- 
therance of the comet hoax have lately 
teemed with letters from persons who say 
that they reside on Long Island, and have 
seen the comet within the last three days. 
Now, every honest resident of the island will 
admit that for four days last past Long Isl- 
and has been covered with a dense fog last- 
ing from midnight until after seven o’clock. 
No one could see a comet through such a 
fog no matter how bright or how near the 
comet might be. Hence, it is morally 
certain that no person residing on Long Isl- 
and has seen any comet since Friday last, 
and that the writers of the letters in ques- 
tion are deceivers either of themselves or of 
other people. 

In the face of all these facts it surpasses 
comprehension how any intelligent man can 
believe in the comet hoax. Undoubtedly 
there are a few persons who, on getting out 
of bed at an unearthly hour, and being 


either very sleepy or very near-sighted, have- 


mistaken a street lamp, the head light of a 
locomotive, or a light in a neighbor’s win- 
dow for a comet and have convinced them- 
selves that they have seen a splendid celestial 
phenomenon. The testimony of these per- 
sons is, however, practically worthless, and 
until a sufficient number of honest and ca- 
pable men make affidavit before a magistrate 
that they have seen the comet no self-re- 
specting person will believe in it. 


It was doubtless a mere coincidence that 
money Was so dear and stocks so depressed and ir- 
regular at the very time that the press of the 
United States was discussing Mr. Gou.n’s attempt 
to control the Associated Press for purposes best 
known to himself, but presumably speculative, 
However that may be, there was a general agree- 
ment that the money market was then manipulat- 
ed with a view to depress stocks. Whoever was 
engaged in thus rigging the market could not have 
been indifferent to the sort of news about this ab- 
normal state of affairs that was sent to London, 
for the Exchanges of London and New-York are 
so intimately connected by cable that either 
promptly reacts on the other. For instance, any 
one engaged in bearing stocks might be embar- 
rassed by orders cabled from London to buy, and 
any one engaged in locking up money would nat- 
urally dislike to have to take into account the 
cash boxes of Lombara-street. If any such opera- 
tor controlled any news agency we should expect 
to find, under such circumstances, money quoted 
cheaper than the reality, while the depression in 
stocks would be frankly stated, but without any 
obtrusive comments as to the reason. It is there- 
fore interesting to notice that on Monday, Sept. 
25, when money was quoted here at from 7 to the 
equivalent of 51 per cent. per annum, Baron Rev- 
TER, Who furnishes news to the press of Lon- 
don, as the Associated Press does to the newspa- 
pers of New-York, omitted his usual quotation of 
the current percentage. On Tuesday, when money 
opened here at 12, rose to 20, and closed at 5 or 6, 
Reuter’s quotation was 3 and “‘easy.”” And Wednes- 
day’s quotation,in every leading newspaper of 
London, was “easy,” “4,” when it really ruled 
much higher, although the discrepancy is less 
striking. And stocks were quoted “heavy.” 
“strong,” “‘weak,” &c., ina way-admirably cal- 
culated to confuse and paralyze any operator re- 
lying on the intelligence. This coincidence, also, is 
certainly remarkable, even though the only basis 
for an inference as to Mr. Gov.p’s connec- 
tion with the matter is that Baron Reuter gets 
his news from an agent in the Western 
Union Building. A better opinion is that it is 
merely an instance of bad service, a very strong in- 
dication to that effect being that loans on United 
States bonds are almost uniformly quoted at two 
or three above the rate for loans on pledge of mils- 
cellaneous collateral, an absurdity for which it is 
hard to imagine reason or excuse. The quotations 
for exchange are also queer, being uniformly under 
the real figure on the days above mentioned.

There can be little doubt that the transporta- 
tion of fresh beef from the most distant sources of 
supply can be to-day accomplished by mechanical 
processes of refrigerating. From time to time oc- 
casional vessels with small lots of fresh food have 
been reported as arriving in England, but these ship- 
ments were rather of an experimental character. 
Among the late arrivals at Liverpool was a vessel of 
600 tons, which brought a large cargo of fresh meat 
from New-Zealand. She had on board 4,000 car- 
cases of sheep, weighing from 90 to 160 pounds, to- 
gether with poultry, fish, and fruit in large quanti- 
ties. The passage was by no means a rapid one, as 
she made a voyage of 102 days. Off the African coast 
she met with the very hottest of weather, and for 
some weeks the temperature was 84° Fahrenheit in 
the shade, with 120° in the sun. To sustain a temper- 
ature of 18° below the freezing point the refriger- 
ating apparatus was run by an engine of 70-horse 
power placed in the hold, with capabilities of pro- 
ducing a temperature of 60° below the freezing 
point. The expenditure of coal was 28 hundred- 
weight every 24 hours,and the total consump- 
tion on the trip—180 tons. The method of 
packing the mutton was the same as is used 
for beef sent from New-York—suspending 
the careases from the beams of the ship, 
and wrapping them up in some cheap textile ma- 
terial. Certainly the cold produced, 18° below the 
freezing point, was many degrees more than neces- 
sary, and the condition of the cargo would have 
been improved if a few degrees above the freezing 
point had been used, because an excessively low 
temperature mechanically disintegrates the animal. 
tissue, just as would too high a temperature. At 
Mataura, New-Zealand, where the fresh mutton 
was obtained, the wholesale price was 2d. a 
pound. If not to-day, certainly in the future, a 
great deal of the meat used in England and France 
will be supplied from Australia and New-Zealand. 
The whole scheme of this food supply is to-day 
simply one of mechanical detail.

It would be extremely difficult to adminis- 
ter a measure lixe the Repression of Crime (Ire- 
land) law and prevent injustice from being done 
to some very worthy persons. Among the great- 
est sufferers from its rigor are the shepherds and 
herdsmen. At this time of year it is usual to leave 
sheep and cattle out of doors all night, and to 
have them occasionally visited during the dark- 
ness. From long custom, shepherds and herdsmen 
move about almost noiselessly, although accompa- 
nied by their faithful dogs. The terms of the 
Crimes act render it imperative that all lcyal civil- 
jan subjects of Queen Vicrorra shall remain in 
their houses at night. To obey the law implicitly 
makes it necessary for the shepherds to leave their 
sheep at the mercy of prowling dogs and thieves, 
and for the herdsmen to expose their cattle to the 
malicious attacks of “moonlighters.” Not to 
obey it would be to place them in constant danger 
of arrest. The Police have become more and more 
suspicious of persons found onthe roads and in 
the fields, and have “run in” many shepherds and 
herdsmen in spite of the most eloquent protesta- 
tions. There have been frequent instances in 
which the withdrawal of protection in this manner 
has been taken advantage of for the perpetration 
of outrages. In the County Roscommon the enforce- 
ment of the law has worked so much injury to the 
men referred to that they have been driven to their 
wits’ ends in the efforts to make their grievances 
known. At arecent numerously attended meeting 
a bright genius suggested that the best thing they 
could do would be to take sides with the Govern- 
ment. Long experience proved to them that it 
would be necessary to do more than utter soft 
words on tho subject of agrarian outrages, so they 
came boldly to the conclusion to offer a reward of 


$200 to every person who should hand over to the 


authorities the perpetrator of an agrarian outrage. 
A touah of alv hnmor mav be perceived in this ac- 


tion when the fact is recalled that fabulous sams 
of money have been offered by the Irish Executive 
and have failed to secure the aid of informers. 
The drollery of the first resolution becomes mora 
apparent after having finished the perusal of the 
second and third. The former cautions employers 
that they (the shepherds and herdsmen) no longer 
hold themselves responsible for what may occur to 
their flocks and herds between sunset and sunrise, 
and the latter threaten a strike if a substantial in 
crease is not immediately made in their wages.

Mr. WILLIAM Poe, Fellow of the Royal 
Society, has just published a valuable paper on 
Daltonism, or color-blindness, which is worth the 
perusal of those who are either practically or 
theoretically interested in this curious and im- 
portant infirmity. He finds from an analyzis of 
Datton’s schedule of colors, as furnished in his re- 
ply to Werscuet, that the latter distinguished three 
distinct and separate color sensations, namely— 
yellow, blue, and red, the former embracing the 
shade usually styled brown, and the latter being 
of the scarlet rather than of the crimson variety. 
In his own case, and judging ‘from it, he concludes 
that the distinction between scarlet and yellow is 
a fictitious one to color-blind persons, based upon 
association with others rather than upon any sub- 
jective or individual perception, and that what 
they conceive to be scarlet is really a modification 
of the sensation of yellow, namely, yellow-brown, 
The strongest argument against the idea that Dat- 
TON really saw red as ordinarily understood is de- 
rived, Mr. Pots thinks, from his constant descrip- 
tion of the red end of the spectrum as “‘little more 
than a shade or defect of light.” Sir Joun Her- 
SCHEL, Who corresponded with DaLton, was, it 
will be remembered, of the same opinion as Mr. 
Po.e in this particular, and held that his cor< 
respondent was mistaken in this point of the dx 
scription of his infirmity; but there seems to be na 
doubt that Datrow really did distinguish betweem 
red and yellow, although whether his perceptions 
were the same subjectively as those of normal 
eyed persons there are, of course, no means of ac 
curately determining. Herscnex based his theory 
of double-color vision upon a certain confu< 
sion existing in Datron’s description of red and 
yellow. Butif Datron had seen no proper differ- 
ence between the two, the confusion that Hrr~ 
SCHEL descants upon could not have existed; fox 
a confusion of the two implies a perception of 
difference as clearly asa lucid distinction implieq 
it. The trouble in relation to this matter is that 
the perception of color isa subjective thing upow 
which few normal-eyed persons actually agree. 
Observation shows that the difference between 
the best oritics in the nomenclature of color is very. 
material, particularly as regards shades, and that 
long comparison and education are required to 
produce a complete concord. It is hardly worth 
the while to review Mr. Pown’s theories in thig 
respect, as the important point that he raises is the 
practical one, whether color-blind people ought 
or ought not to be intrusted with positions where 
the distinction of colored signals or lights is funda- 
mental. He concludes on this point that, although 
their sensations differ from those of people with 
normal eyes, they really distinguish with accuracy 
between different colors; and in proof he cites the 
fact that no accident has yet been traced to this 
defect of vision on British railways. This point 
is one of significant value, and one that is at vari< 
ance with views generally entertained by men of

AMUSEMENTS.

“YOUNG MISTRESS WINTHROP.” 

The beauty of Mr. Bronson Howard’s new 
play, which was acted last night at the Madison< 
Square Theatre, lies at once in its subject and in 
the treatment of this subject. The artistic whole 
ness of the play is surprising and gratifying. For, 
after all, Mr. Howard is one of us; he belongs by 
right of birth to the remarkable family of Amer- 
ican dramatists. Our American dramatists, it ig 
well known, have been accustomed to write play@ 
with pitchforks—or with something equally awk: 
ward and unmanageabie. Criticism has frequently 
been taken to task for discouraging them; when, 
as a matter of fact, they have simply discouraged 
themselves by placing the worst: foot forward 
persistently. If the men who write our plays 
were, through some dark misfortune, doomed 
to write our books, American literature would be @ 
depressing institution. It is the right of criticism 
to point out that American play-makers who aré¢ 
unable to put together respectable plays stand 
neither in need of eneouragement nor of sympathy, 
When there is real value, when there are real ear- 
nestness and effort in a play, these are quick 
ly perceived. These are always appreciated, 
But the plays which are, so to speak, 
thrown at us by shallow and weak 
men, whose sense of the drama goes no further 
than a situation, merely serve to excite intelligent 
protest. Under the circumstances, such a thing ag 
artistic wholeness was not to be expected in a play 
even when written by Mr. Bronson Howard. Fo~m 
tunately, Mr. Howard’s talent and courage 
are now unmistakable. He has made q 
play which should be accepted as a 
model by those young and honestly ambitious dra< 
matists who are willing to put art first and the 
theatre last. It is a play which tells what wae 
understand; which has a genuine purpose, 
though not a didactic heaviness, and which 
goes to its mark simply, direetly, and effectively. 
Some will, without doubt, find “ Young Mistresg 
Winthrop” slow and quiet; these are the persone 
who believe that the artificial constructive 
ability of Victorien Sardou is higher thaq 
the human dramatic genius of Emil Angier, 
Others will like the play after a fashion, and will! 
fail to discern its strength; these are the persong 
who fancy that prettiness is another name fox 
beauty. But the merit of “Young Mistress Win« 
throp” isthe merit of original and’genuine labor, 
One need not be niggardly in his praise of a dramg 
which is so fine, so true, and so suggestive. 

The story of “ Young Mistress Winthrop” will nox 
be detailed here. To tell the story of a play 
though a column should be used in telling it—ts an 
empty sort of business; what is significant and 
striking in a play should be carefully indicated. In 
his dramra, Mr. Howard has attempted ta 
exhibit the relations of a husband and 
wife who, though they love each othes 
with devotion, grow gradually apart, and, at tha 
end, are inclined to separate lawfully. The hus 
band has neglected his young wife and has given 
ail his thought, time, and consideration to busk 
ness; the wife, driven from the companionship of 
her husband, has mingled in a society which is un4 
suited to her taste and feeling. In the closing 
scene of the play—after the estrangement has beew 
illustrated at its various stages—the wife and hus< 
band become lovers again and there is-a bright re, 
union. It would be hard for any dramatist 
to surpass the methods employed by; 
Mr. Howard throughout the last act of 
his play. The situation is as delicate as 
possible; but it is touched with an almost poetic 
sensibility, and certainly with a refined and sub« 
tle humor. The reunion is brought abonat 
through the shrewd diplomacy of a faniily friend 
and lawyer, who, while he is reading the legal deed 
-of separation that is to be signed by husband and 
wife, interjects tender reminiscencesof their lover 
days, memories of a time which is as dear as life ta 
them, words which recall hope, honor, and faith. 
This artifice might easily have been spoiled by an 
excess of sentimentality. But itis employed with 
exceptional tact and marked success. It is difficult 
to recall a fuller display of tenderness, humanity, 
humor, and trath than the closing scene of Mr. 
Howard’s play. 

The play is chiefly suggestive because it is an 
illustration of the kind of realism which should be 
studied and reproduced. There is not an extrava- 
gant point, nora forced or improbable situation 
of any sort, in‘ Young Mistress Winthrop.” The 
scenes of the drama are hozestly taken 
from life. The action is a natural self- 
movement. The characters belong essenrtial- 
ly to the story. The entire drama might happen 
in any home. This is—in the sense that we have 
indicated on many oceasions—abdsolute realism. 
To cut a play from life is to reach into reality. All 
the stago effects that can be contrived are not 
worth a scene written rrom direct observation and 
truth. ‘‘Young Mistress Winthrop” is worth, from 
the stand-point of art, a score of plays like “ The 
Banker’s Daughter.” It should be mentioned, 
finally, that the motive of Mr. Howard’s new play 
strikes vigorously at one Of the most flagrant 
weaknesses of our American social life. There is 
nothing so common, nothing more sadly prodactive 
of misery and misunderstanding, than the inclination 
of American husbands to neglect their wives and to 
put their hearts into gold, cotton, and stooks, 
Among us love is merely a Sprinctime: business 





makes up the other season. Mr. Howard has 
touched, therefore, the real wound, and he has 
touched it with a sympathetic power which is 
worthy of our hearty admiratien and respect, 

It is not possibie to say as much of the perform- 
ance as one might easily and justly say. The drama 
was acted with peculiar delicacy, and with a 
perfectly apparent sense of its bearing. The result 
was altogether agreeable. Mr. George Clarke and 
Miss Carrie Turner appeared as the husband and 
wife. Mr. Clarke is well known here, and Miss 
Turner is a new-comer, but a valuable addition to 
the company of this theatre. There was an effect- 
ive sincerity in thelr work. Mrs. Agnes Booth 
added a sparkling fund of humor to 
the play in her performance of a  friv- 
olous woman of fashion, and Mr. Whiffen 
was a sprightly and bright personage in the char- 
acter of the old lawyer. Mr. Whiffen, failed, how- 
ever, to suggest the depth of emotion and pathos 
In his part. Mr. Henry Milier and Miss Maud 
Stuart acted a young couple in love with real 
grace. Mrs. Whiffen and others were also in the

WRECKED OFF CAPE RACE] 


LOSS OF THE HERDER ON HER OU1- 
WARD VOYAGE. 

RUNNING ASHORE AT TWO O'CLOCK YESTER- 
DAY MORNING DURING A DENSE FOG— 
THE PASSENGERS AND CREW SAVED— 
THE SHIP AND CARGO LOST. 

Sr. Joun, Newfoundland, Oct. 9.—The 
steamer Herder, Tischbein, master, of the Ham- 
burg-American Packet Company’s Line, with mails, 
288 passengers, and a general cargo, from New- 
York, bound to Hamburg, ran ashore at the east- 
ward head of Long Beach, about three miles west 
of Cape Race, at 2 o’clock this morning, during a 
dense fog. All the passengers and crew were 
landed without accident. The Herder was of 
about 3,500 tons burden. The passengers and crew 
will be brought here by a special steamer and 
cared for by the German Consul. It is believed 
that the ship and cargo will be a total loss. 

The Herder left New-York on the afternoon of 
Thursday last and experienced fine weather up to 
last evening, when a dense fog set in, and neces- 
Sary precautions were taken to avoid, if possible, 
accidents liable to occur under such circumstances. 
Everything went on as usual and no danger was 
apprehended until 2 o’clock this morning, when 
the ship suddenly, and before her officers were 
aware of her proximity to land, ran on the rocks 
immediately eastward of the head of Long 
Beach, about three miles west of Cape Race. 
The passengers and erew were all landed safely at 
daylight in the eight boats belonging to the ship, 
and are now being well cared fer by the few fami- 
lies living near the scene of the wreck. The pas- 
sengers and crew speak in the highest terms of 
Capt. Tischbein and the officers, who were remark- 
ably cool and self-possessed throughout. The bag- 
gage of the passengers and all the mails, consist- 
ing of 76 bags, were saved. The shipis certain to 
be a total wreck, but itis believed that some of 
the cargo will be saved in good condition, Per- 
sons just from the wreck report that the Herder 
lies across a small cove, with her starboard side 
completely under water. There is little prob- 
ability of the hull breaking up so long as the 
wind continues from the present point, north- 
west, but should it veer any further 
to the westward, a heavy sea would be sure to 
heave in and make it impossible to do anything 
worth while in the way of taking out cargo. As 
soon as intelligence of the disaster reaehed here 
the German Consul, R. H. Prowse, hired the 
steamer Neptune and sent her to the assistance of 
the shipwrecked people. She started for Cape 
Race at 6 o'clock this evening, taking a large sup- 
ply of provisions, the Consul having ascertained by 
telegraph that only asmall portien of the ship’s 
stores had been saved. 

Purser Meyer says the passengers were perfectly 
cool and manifested no disposition to disregard 
orders. They are now in tents made of sails saved 
from the wreck, there beizg only two houses at 
Long Beach. The ship continues in the same posi- 
tion, Some fishing boats are gathering around, 
but more out of euriosity than anything else, and 
no danger of an attempt to meddle with the cargo 
is apprehended. The valuabie freight, silverware, 
three cases of specie, &c., were saved this evening. 
Nothing remains on board now but the cabin furni- 
ture and cargo. The passengers and crew are 
expected to reach St. John to-morrow evening. 


The first information of the loss was given to 
Kunhardt & Co., of No. 61 Broad-street, tae agents 
of the line, at 10 o’clock yesterday morning in the 
fellowing dispatch:

Herder lost three miles west Cape Race. Mails, pas- 
sengers, and crew allsaved. I telegraphed to German 
Consul at St.John. IfIl getanswer will send another

Consul Prowse is the senior member of the firm 
of Prowse & Son, at St. John. A dispatch was 
sent to him to transmit the particulars of the loss 
by telegraph. Before he could have received ita 
telegram came from him at 2:30 in the afternoon,

The office of the agents was kept open until 8 
o’clock last night, but up to that time no particu- 
lars had been received. Mr. Henry R. Kunhardt. 
the senior member of the firm, isin Europe, and 
Mr. J. F. H. Meyer, the junior partner, answered 
all inquiries. A few friends of passengers called at 
that office, and at the office of the passenger 
agents, C. B. Richara & Co,, Ne. 61 Broadway, but 
their fears were allayed when they were told that 
no lives were lost. A cable dispatch was received 
from the main office of the company in Hamburg, 
in which the Gellert, which sails from this City on 
Thursday, was instructed to touch at St. John and 
take on board the passengers that desired to pro- 
ceed to Europe. There were on board the Herder 
37 cabin passengers—9 first cabin and 28 second—as 
follows:

In the steerage there were 108 passengers. Tho 
leading officers of the ship were G. Tischbein, 
commander, and C. Kaminski, chief officer. The 
crew consisted of 116 men. 

The cargo of the Herder was valued at about 
$180,000, and included, besides an assortment of 
general merehandise, 650 bales of cotton, 99 
tierces of lard, 100 packages of lard, 202 racks of 
lard, 142 barrels of dried apples, 8,344 bushels of 
corn, 7,799 bushels of wheat, 38 cases of bacon, 13 
cases of hams, 86 cases of cigars, 136 bales of to- 
bacco, 76 bales of leather, 245 mahogany logs, and 
8.044 pounds of whalebone. The cotton was a 
through shipment from the South, and most of it 
came from Galveston, Texas. The consignors 
effected their own insurance. Almost the entire 
cargo was shippea to order. Postmaster Pearson 
said that the mails, which have been saved, con- 
sisted of 671 registered letters and 27,792 ordinary 
letters. The letters filled 28 sacks, while 44 more 
sacks were devoted to papers and other mail 
matter. ; 

The Herder was launched on the Clyde in Oeto- 
ber, 1873. Her gross measurement was 3,600 tons, 
and her net register 2,736 tons. Her dimensions 
were: Length, 375 feet; breadth of beam, 40 feet, 
and depth of hold, 32 feet. Her hold was 
divided into eight water-tight compartments. 
The engines were compound and of 3,000 
indicated horse-power. She had all of the recently 
invented steam appliances. In her first and second 
cabins were accommodations for 200 passengers, 
while the between decks were fitted up to accom- 
‘modate 1,000 immigrants. There were three decks. 
Te upper deck extended the entire length of the 
vessel, and afforded a fine promenade. ‘The first 
cabin was handsomely furnished, and was at the 
after end of the vessel. Forward of this was the 
second cabin, which was neatly fitted up. The 
Herder was brig-rigged and carried a large area of 
canvas. She was supplied with a full complement 
of life-boats, which were secured on the upper 
deok. She first came out to this country in Janu- 
ary. 1874. She at that time belonged to the Eagle 
Steam-ship Company of Hamburg, which failed 
iu 1875. She was then transferred to the 
Hamburg Company. The company does _ its 
own underwriting and the loss of the ship must be 
charged to its insurance account. The Herder was 
valued at $500.000. Her original cost was $700,000. 
She was rebuilt at Hamburg last Winter. New 
machinery of English make was = in her, cabins 
were constructed on deck, and she was completely 
overhauled at an expense of $200,000. She arrived 
at this port, after her overhauling, July 4 last. Tho 
ship arrived on her last trip from Hamburg Sept. 
25, and sailed from Hoboken Oct. 5. Her avorage 
sailing time was 10 days, but the trip before the 
last from Hamburg, when she arrived Aug. 14, 
which was her fastest, was made in nine days. 
George Tischbein, the commander of the Herder, 
Mr. Meyer. of Kunhardt & Co., said, was one of the 
most trustworthy masters and best seamen in the 
service of the company. He is 48 years old. He 
began life as a sailor before the mast, and finally 
became Captain of a sailing vessel. In 1872 he en- 
tered the service of the Aamburg-Hmerican Packet 
Cemparny as chief officer in rank next to com- 
mander. Five years ago he was made Captain of 
the Vandalia, which ran at the time to the West 
Indies. A year and a half ago he took the place of 
Capt. Ludwig Brandt as master of the Herder. It 
is the custom of the company to compel its officers 
to win their positions by showing their capabilities 
in inferior places. They are firat made chief offi- 
cers on the American line, then masters on the 
posing India line, and finally masters on the Ameri- 
can line. 

Cape Race, the scene of the wreck, is a lofty and 
precipitous headland forming the south-eastern 
extremity of Newfoundiand, and extending into 
the Atlantic Ocean from the southermost division 
of that island called Ferryland. It forms a promi- 
nent point for navigators in the North Atlantic, as 
it lies near the ordinary route of vessels between 
the eastern ports of the United States and Ene- 
land. It is the last point of American land sighted 
or passed in an eastward passage. It has a light- 
house which exhibits a revolving light 180 feet 
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and the supposition was, without further particu- 
lars, that the ship ran ashore in a fog. Mr. Meyer 
said if Capt. Tischbein had been one mile east in- 
stead of three miles west of the point he would 
not have struck. He probably supposed he was 15 
or 20 miles out, but a strong current was running 
and carried him in. Mr. Mever remarked that a 
straight course from New-York for the English 
Channel would carry a ship high and dry over 
Newfoundland.

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THE CABLE TO SOUTH AMERICA. 

The establishment of telegraphic communi- 
cation by submarine cables between the United 
States and Mexico and Central and Seuth America 
Was aescomplished on Oct.2. The cables of the 
Mexican Telegraph Company, starting from Gal- 
veston, Texas, reach Vera Cruz by way of Tam- 
pico, at which point the cables of the Central and 
South American Telegraph Company extend to 


the isthmus of Tehuantepec, thence by land line to 
the Pacific, thence by cables to Lima, in Peru, 
where they conneet with the eables of the West 
Coast ray Company, now laid to Valparaiso, 
Chili. These lines comprise 5,610 miles of subma- 
rine cable and 567 miles of land line, and connect 
exclusively with 20,000 miles of wire in Mexico and 
Central and South America. These lines bring 
into communication with the United States and 
Europe a population estimated at 35,000,000, trans- 
acting an annual commerce of over $600,000,000, 
The success of tnese lines appears to be undoubted, 
judging from the large traffic passing over them 
the first week of their operation. On the opening 
of the lines a congratulatory message was sent b 
President Arthur te Domingo Santa Maria, Presi- 
dent of the Republic of Chili, and similar messages 
were sent to the Presidents of Peru, Bolivia, 
Ecuador, United States of Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, San Salvador, Guatemala, 
and Mexico, and fitting responses were reeevived.

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HARVARD AND COLUMBIA 


THE CAMBRIDGE STATEMENT OF 
THE NEW-LONDON QUARREL. 

OFFICIAL ACCOUNT OF THE TROUBLE 
FROM THE HARVARD POINT OF VIEW— 
COLUMBIA HELD RESPONSIBLE FOR THE 
FAILURE OF THE RACE. 

CAMBRIDGE, Oct. 9.—At a meeting of the 
Harvard University Boat Club, held in Cambridge 
on the 3d inst., the Harvard-Columbia difficulty at 
New-London last Summer was the subject for 
discussion, and it was unanimously voted that the 
Harvard crew be exonerated from all blame in 
the matter referred to; that, instead, it was justi- 
fied in taking the course it did. Furthermore, 
it was voted that the Secretary of the club 
prepare an account of the facts stated at 
the meeting, and cause the same to be pub- 
lished in the Boston and New-York daily news- 
papers. In accordance with these directions, 
a statement has been prepared, of which the fol- 
lowing is a copy, and which relates all the facts of 


the controversy, so far, at least, as they are known 
to the Harvard crew, and which also serves to ex- 
plain Harvard’s present position: 

Cne day last Spring, Mr. Hammond, Captain of 
the Harvard crew, and Mr. Goodwin, the coach 
of the Columbia crew, met at Boston in the 
office ef Mr. Watson, the referee, and agreed 
that the race between the two crews should 
be rowed on Saturday, June 24, at 3:30 P. 
M. Mr. Goodwin says that it was agreed 
to row the race at half sbb tide, but Mr. Hammond 
seys that no such agreement was made, and that at 
the time he thought that the tide would be 
high at about 3 P. M. After the crews had 
arrived at New-London Mr. Hammond suggested 
to Mr. Goodwin and Mr. Cowles, the latter the 
Captain of the Columbia crew, that the race should 
bu rowed at 5:30 P, M., as the tide would then be 
half down and there would be a better chance 
of having smooth water. ‘This was agreed 
to, and the race was set for 5:30 P. M. 
In drawing for positions Mr. Goodwin said he 
thought the two courses so nearly equal that 
he would no like to have to ehoose be- 
tween them, and therefore he suggested that 
two pieces of paper marked ‘‘east” and ‘* west,” 
respectively, be plaeed in a hat and be drawn. 
Accordingly. this was done, and the Columbia 
drew the west course and Harvard the east. On 
Friday afternoon, June 23, Mr. Benjamin, the 
Columbia coxswain, was drowned. No official 
netice whatever was sent to the Harvard crew 
until Monday, Saturday, June 24, the day of 
the race, having passed. On Monday the Columbia 
men came over to the Harvard quarters and said 
that they could not row before Wednesday, on 
account of the funeral of Mr. Benjamin, and 
that they did not feel like asking Har- 
vard to row s0 soon _ before the Yale 
race as Wednesday would be: therefore, they 
would leave the question of time entirely with 
Harvard and would row whenever the latter 
pleased. The Harvard men, after discussion, 
found that they could not row on Wednesday on 
account of the nearness of the Yale race, and, 
therefore, Monday, July 8, was selected as 
the day for the Columbia contest. Some 
of the Harvard crew were unwilling to stay as 
long as that on account of previous engagements, 
but it having been explained to them that the tide 
was bigh at about 11 A. M., and that if the 
race were rowed at 11:30 they could get 
away on the afternoon trains, they agreed to stay 
until duly 3. Capt. Hammond notified Columbia 
that Harvard had selected Monday, July 3, at 11:30 
A.M. Tothis the Columbias made no objectien 
and left the quarters. Harvard understood the 
matter to be settled. 

The day after the Yale race Columbia asked 
again at what time the race was to be. Harvard 
answered that it would be at 11:30, as both crews 
had already agreed. Columbia, then and for the 
first time, proposed that the race be rowed at 2 P. 
M., and as the tide was high a little after 11 it 
would then be’ about half out. No agreement 
was reached that afternoon. Or Saturday even- 
ing Mr. Goodwin and Capt. Cowles came over to 
the Harvard quarters, and Col. Bancroft being 
away Capt. Hammond talked to them. They 
offered to row either at 10 A. M., against the tide, 
or at 2 P. M., when balf down, or at dead low 
water. But they said that they would not row 
at either 11:30 or 12 o’clock. The reason they gave 
was that. if they rowed when the tide bad just 
turned, and Harvard won in slower time than 
had been made in the Yale race, Columbia 
men would think that Harvard had won easily, 
and yet, when they refused to row on the first of 
the ebb, when both courses were equal and fast 
time could be made, they offered to row 
against the tide or at dead low water, 
though, of course it is apparent that it was 
impossible to make fast time at these tides. No 
agreement was arrived at on Saturday night, 
and Harvard promised to give its decision 
Sunday morning. The Harvard men _ talked 
the matter over, and understanding 
that after the postponement Columbia 
baa left all arrangements to them, they decided to 
abide by their former decision. But, having 
found the tide to be high at 11:15 A. M. in- 
stead of 11 o'clock, they decided, in order to have 
the same conditions, to row at 12 or not at all, 
Col. Bancroft crossed the river to the Columbia 
quarters, and’ went with Messrs. Goodwin, 
Cowles, and a third member of the Colum- 
bia party into a reom apart from the 
other men. Here, in accordance with his instruc- 
tions from the Harvard crew, Bancroft stated that 
Harvard would row at 12 or not at all. Mr. 
Goodwin said that the Columbia crew would 
not row between the hours of 10 and 1. 
Col. Bancroft then said: ** Well, what are we going 
todo?’ Mr. Goodwin asked whether it was Har- 
vard's ultimatum. Bancroft saia that it was. Said 
Mr. Goodwin :'*Then I suppose there will be no race.”’ 
To this Col. Bancroft replied: *‘I suppose not, and 
our men will not observe the rules of training any 
longer.”” Mr. Goodwin remarked: ‘‘I can’t help 
that,” and then gaveit to be understood that 
his crew would stay in training longer, for some 
other purpose. Col. Bancroft then left the 
Columbia quarters, saying: “TT am very 
sorry that we could not row, I have nothing 
further to say. I have done my errand.” On 
his return to the Harvard quarters, he told the 
crew that the race had been given up. They then 
made their arrangements to leave that night, un- 
less something further was heard from the Colum- l 
bia men during the day. 

During the day the Columbia men were met 
twice by the Harvard crew, both being in launches 
at a wharf at the same time, and, as Co- 
lumbia offered no explanation of any kind, Har- 
vard supposed that they still stood by their 
decision. Therefore, after supper, the crew dis- 
banded, owing to the understanding that there 
wou'd be no race. If Mr. Watson gave the race 
to Columbia, understanding that the hour of 
the race was fixed for half ebb tide, and that there 
had been no aubsequent agreement changing the 
hour, Harvard admits that Mr. Watson's decision 
was logically eorrect, and, in any event, of 
course, submits to the decision; but in 
fact, there was no agreement to row at half ebb 
tide, but there was. as Harvard supposed, an agree- 
ment to row at 11:30 A. M. On this sup- 
position Harvard refused to give way 
when asked by the Columbia men to 
change the hour. Nothing at that time was said 
by Columbia of any agrecment to row at half ebb 
tide. Harvard's reason for leaving New-London 
was because the crew supposed, in good faith, that 
the race had been given up. 

Tosumup: Itis claimed that, technically, Har- 
vard could have claimed the race on the day for 
which it was first appointed; that, had Har- 
vard acted in a professional spirit, it would 
have so claimed it; that upon hearing of 
Columbia's sad misfortune, Harvard voluartarily 
and as a matter of courtesy kept off the eourse on 
Jane 24 at the hour named for the race; that when 
two days later Harvard agreed to row Columbia 
after the race with Yale, itdid so with a full un- 
derstanding that the time was to be set to the oon- 
venience of the Harvard crew; that Columbia, dis- 
regarding this understanding, insisted upon put- 
ting the Harvard crew to so creat inconvenience 
that, had the Harvard men known in the first place 
that such would be the claims of the Columbia 
men, they would have been obliged’ to 
give up the race altogether, owing to 
the necessary disbandment of the crew on 
Monday afternoon, July 3, and, lastly, that Har- 
vard left New-London with the distinct under- 
standing that Columbia had agreed to give the 
race uD.

sible delinquents had been discovered, neither of 
them being members of the aasoclation. In both in- 
stances a drug other than that preseribed had been 


substituted. Five or six cases were also mentioned 
in whiah anesimans, at nnrchased at dif- 
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ferent places were found by analys.: to be from 
25 to 50 per cent. below the standard of extractive 
strength. The entire number of analyses made 
was 65, and the number falling short was 4, a re- 
sult which, in a trade covering the compounding 
of more than 120,000 prescriptions a year, was 
taken to be a sufficient vindication. The associa- 
tion therefore concluded te drop the subject, after 
referring to the officers and counsel the cases of 
the two delinquents for prosecution under the 


State laws.

THE BIG CRICKET-MATCH. 


AN AMERICAN TEAM PLAY THE 
AUSTRALIAN ELEVEN. 

THE HOME PLAYERS MUCH INFERIOR TO 
THEIR NOTED OPPONENTS-—-A SMALL 
ATTENDANCE OF SPECTATORS — THE 
RECORD OF THE DAY’S CONTEST. 

The long-talked-of cricket-match between 
the Australian eleven and eighteen picked Ameri- 
cans was begun on the St. George’s Cricket Grounds, 
in Hoboken, yesterday. ‘The grounds were in a 
fine condition, excepting, as Giles, the care-taker of 
the grounds, said: “Tbe wicket was a bit soft.” 
At one end of the fielaalarge green and white 
Btriped marquee was erected to shelter the lady 
visitors, while a similar marquee at the opposite 
end of the field sheltered huge piles of sandwiches 
and bottles of beer from the fierce rays of the sun. 
Portly Englishmen, with ruddy faces, escorted 
buxom matrons to places on the grand stand early 
{n the day. The crowd was not as large as had 
been anticipated. There were less than 500 persons 
on the gronnds before noon, and the number was 
increased to about 1,000 during the afternoon. 
Among the spectators was Hanlan,:the oarsman. 

The Australian team arrived on the grounds in 
two four-house eoaches at 11 o’clock. “It looks as 
if we should ’ave a wet wicket,” said the giant 


Bonner, who stands 6 feet 6 in his stockings. The 
clouds rolled away over the Hudson before the 
—_ began, however, and finer weather could not 

e desired. Capt.W. L. Murdoch for the Australians 
and Capt. F. N. Saunders, of the American team, 
tossed for places and the latter won. The Americans 
went to the bat in the following order: H. Bannis- 
ter and Cyril Wilson, W. Brooks and George Laue, 
J. Mart, J. A. Bailey. R. Davey, F. A. McLaughlin, 
J. H. Lambkin, F. N. Saunders, McColl, P. Hutch- 
inson, E. H. Moeran, J. A. Moore, R. 8. Hill, H. 
Cleverly, G@. E. Armstrong. The Australians were 
distributed as follows: F. R. Spofforth, bowler; 
W. L. Murdoch, point; G. J. Bonner, short stop; 
8. P. Jones, square leg: H. H. Massie, mid 
on; T. Horan, short leg; G. Giffem, long on; 
J. M, Blackham, wicket-keeper; H. F. Boyle, close 
mid-on; 7. W. Garrett, extra long-on. The match 
was called at 12:15 o’clock. Bannerman was first 
to wield the willow. He made 1 run, wken he 
was bowled out by Spofforth. Wilson sent a ball 
epinning across the field, making 1 run. He sent 
his second ball plump into the hands of Giffen, the 
Jong-on. Brooks was promptly bowled out, 
and Lane followed on a_ rising ball 
from = Spofforth. He had made 4 runs 
in the four wickets. Mart scored 5 runs, the 
highest number made during the inning. He was 
finally cauebt out on a well-directed ball, bowled 
by Boyle, which went straight to point and was 
stopped by Murdoch. Bailey disappointed his 
friends by scoring 1 run before being bowled 
out by  Spofforth. Davey got too far 
away from his wicket, and was stumped 
out betore he had scored a_ single run. 
McLaughlin, who was counted on by the Ameri- 
vans for some good work, made a single run, and 
then lost his middle wicket. White, who is a 
Buperb batter, hit a sky ball bowled by Spofforth, 
and madearun. Then he got out on a leg before 
wicket to Spofforth’s bowling. Lambkin made 
8 runs and was doing fairly when he got a blow 
on the right knee from a ball bowled by Spofforth. 
It struck just above the guard, and temporarily 
disabled Lambkin. He limped ever to the report- 
er’s stand, and several wickets fell before he felt 
sufficiently recovered to resume his batting. When 
he finaily got to work he was too nervous to do 
effective batting, and a ball bowled by Boyle hit 
his wicked before he had _ scored a_ sin- 
gie rum. Saunders, the Captain of the team, 
Went to the bat with MeColl, when he 
Was caught out by Bannerman, after making but 1 
run. The American portion of the spectators were 
disgusted, and the enthusiasm which existed at the 
opening of the match died out completely. “I 
told them before they began,” said Jimmy Smith, 
the veteran of the Manhattan Club, “that I could 
pick out a stronger team than they’ve se- 
lected, and you see I'm_ right.”” Moore 
then took the willow and held his own while 
Hutchinson and Moeran, his partners, successively 
Went out. He stopped all the bails up to four, 
when Spofforth, “a the game growing monot- 
onous, sent one of his peeuliar underbanders, 
which was stopped by Blackham, who stumped 
Mr. Moore. Cleverly then stepped in, with 
Hill at the opposite wicket. The latter 
was bowled out by Spofforth, and Arm- 
strong received the same treatment from the 
“ Demon,” as Spofforth is called, from his remark- 
able success as a bowler. Poor Cleverly did not get 
a ball when his last partner was bowled out, and 
he was compelled to see a record of ‘‘not out” 
placed opposite hisname. The iuning lasted only 
an hourandahalf. The Australians laughed when 
they saw the score of 25 runs recorded in their op- 
ponents’ favor, and the “picked eighteen,” 
with a show of alacrity, Jed the way to 
the club-house, where a luncheon had been 
prepared for beth teams. Very little money 
changed hands among the spectators on the result, 
as there seemed to be a general feeling among 
those who were at all familiar with the members of 
the American eighteen that they were not the best 
men that could have been chosen to meet such 
formidable opponents as the Australians. 

Piay was again called at 2:45 o’clock. Banner- 
man and Massie went tothe bat. The latter sent 
three high ballsin rapid succession. He was ap- 
parently well satisfied with Lane’s sharp bowling. 
Finally he tried to stop a low ball with his leg, 
missed it, and was bowled out. Bannerman, of 
whom good work was expected, missed almost the 
first good ball shot at him by Mart, and retired to 
give place to Murdock. He toek the willow with 
the remark that he was not feeling well, and ex- 
pected to “ give wayearly.’’ He warmed up, how- 
ever, and did somesplendid batting. Horan suc- 
cee:ied Massie, and remained long enough to score 
6, when he gave way to Bonner, who wielded a 
lonver bat than any ordinary base-ball club, and he 
apparently found no difficulty in reaching out sev- 
eral yards in any direetion. Taking advantage of 
this peculiarity of Bonner. Cleverly bowled a ball 
close to one side of the tall batsman, 
and down went his wicket. Giffen came in next. 
He was more nearly the average height of an Eng- 
lishman and maintained his position with greater 
ease. The only time at which tbe spectators 
seemed to feel any enthusiasm was when Murdoch 
twice in succession nade 4 runs and was followed 
by Giffen with arun of 6. Bannister was bowling 
in each instance. When, immediately afterward, 
Alfred L. Homan, the official scorer, shouted ** Put 
up 100!” to the man who was marking the score on 
a blackboard for the benefit of the spectators, the 
cheering closed with a suddenness which left no 
doubt as to the sympathies of the spectators. Gif- 
fen finally went out ona leg before wicket, witha 
score of 36, the highest that had been made up to 
that time. Murdoch pursued his custom of send- 
fog his balls high in the air, which excited the 
admiration of the spectators, but it terminated 
in his downfall, as one of his skyrockets fell 
plumb into the hands of Hutchinson, and Mr. Mur- 
doch retired with a score of 54. Jones next went 
in and was bowled out by McColl without result. 
Garrett got a good ball, made 2 runs, and was 
bowled out by Lane. Boyle next took the bat, re- 
ceived a good ball, which he sent spinning into 
the hands of Hutchinson. The latter roiled vn the 
ground and hugged nimself with delight at his suc- 
cess. Blackham was at the bat with 2 runs to 
his credit as the stumps were pulled at 4:45 o'clock. 
Play will be resumed to-day at noon, with Spof- 
forth *‘ to bat.’’ Following is the score:

Resolved, That it be referred to a eommittes, con- 
sisting of Mayor Grace and Mr. Agnew, of New-York, 
and Mayor Low and Mr. Marshail, of Broeklyn, to ex- 
amine and inquire into the financtal affairs of the 
bridge since it has heen under the administration of 
the Trustees appointed by the two wvitkes under the 
law of 1875, and especially as relates to the disposi- 
tion of the moneys in their coatro', the letting of con- 
tracts, and the purchase of Janda, and into any other 
matters which they may dcem proper reiating thereto 
or which may be brought to their notice, ana that 
such committee be authorived to employ com- 
petent experts and any other assistance which they 
may deem necessary to enable them thoroughly to 
investigate into the said affairs of the said Trustees 
up tothe present time, and to report thereon at the 
earliest practicable moment. 


J. Adriance Bush, of this City, offered a substi- 
tute for Mr. Murphy’s resolution. “It seems to 
me,”’ he said, “‘that the resolution imposes more 
work on the Mayors of New-York and Brooklyn 
than they can be reasonably expected to under- 
take and give us a report as speedily as we desire 
it. We have all seen the charges made against this 
board in the public press, which have been widely 
commented on from Maine to California, and I do 
not think there is a member of the board who 
will suggest any examination which shall 
not be so thorough and searching that 
hereafter all charges of malfeasance in 
the past shall be set at rest forever. 
Many of the charges bear on their face the stamp 
of improbability, not to say absurdity, but others 
of them are not such apparent fabrications. Al 
these charges should be taken up in their order and 
set at rest forever.’’ Mr. Bush’s substitute pro- 
vided for a committee to be composed of Mayors 
Low and Grace, and two accountants and two en- 
gineers, one of each to be appointed by each Mayor. 
The majority of acommittee so constituted, Mr. 
Bush said, would be of outsiders, with no interest 
whatever in the Board of Trustees. Their report 
coulda be prepared speedily, and it would carry con- 
viction to the public mind. 

Trustee William Marshall said that if Mr. Mur- 
phy’s resolution prevailed be should feel obliged to 
decline to act on the committee. He preferred to 
have his acts and his votes investigated by some 
other person than himself. “I have never cast a 
vote on this floor,” said Mr. Marshall, “that Iam 
ashamed of, or that I would take back if I coulda. 
Some of the charges made in the newspapers | 
know to be false> One of these I will 
speak of right here. Mr. Guidet told a 
reporter that three contracts upon which 
he had made the lowest bids were refused 
him. The fact of that matter is that Guidet de- 
clined to take those eontracts on his own bids. 
That is the truth, and thatis what he took good 
care not to tell the reporter.’? Mr. Marshall wanted 
the Mayor and Controller to act as the committee. 

Mayor Low sald that he had a suggestion to 
make. “I believe in responsibilitv,” he said, “ and 
1am not disposed to shirk any responsibility whieh 
is laid upon me as a Trustee of this Board. It is 
impracticable, however, in my judgment, for the 
Mayors and Controllers to dothe work ef investi- 
gation and make a report as_ speedily as 
is desirable. {f would be willing to appoint 
gentlemen for whom I would be responsible, to 
do this work, and I snggest that the investigation 
be left to Mayor Grace and myself, to do it in our 
own way.”’ Mr. Bush accepted Mayor Low's sug- 
gestion, and withdrew his substitute. Controller 
Campbell and Mr. Macdonald approved the views 
of Mayer Low, and President Murphy struck from 
his resolution the names ef Messrs. Marshall aad 
Agnew, thus making the Mayors of the two cities 
the committee of investigation, with power to con- 
duet the inquiry ia theirown way. In this form 
the resolution was passed, Trustee Stranahan 
alone voting against it. On motion of Gen. Barnes, 
the committee was also instructed to investigate 
the question of the strength and safety of the 
bridge. 

President Murphy read a communication from 
the Superintendent of the Edge Moor Iron-works 
stating that all the steel work contracted for, with 
the exception of the large eye-bars, would be de- 
livered by Oct. 31. No date was fixed for the de- 
livery of the eye-bars. The report of Secretary 
Quintard on the fimancial condition of the bridge 
showed the total receipts to Sept. 30to have been 
$14,070,155 33, and the total expenditures $13,973,- 
420 50, leaving a cash balance on hand of $96,754 83. 
Upon the recommendation of the Executive Com- 
mittee a resolution was passed calling upon the 
city of Brooklyn to pay to the board $600.000 and 
this City $300,000, the total of $900,000 being de- 
clared necessary to complete the bridge without 
reference to the arches. The board thea adjourned.

THE FIRST DAY OF REGISTRATION IN 
CITY—QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS, 

The voters of this City will to-day have the 
first opportunity to register and thus qualify them- 
selves for voting at the coming eleetion on Nov. 7. 
Registration will begin at # o’clock this morning 
and close at 9 this evening. Opportunities to 
register will also be given on Wednesday, Oct. 18, 
Friday, Oct. 27, and Saturday, Oct. 28, but it can- 
not be too strongly impressed upon Republicans 


that it is advisable to utilize, if possible, the regis- 
tration hours of to-day. No election has been held 
fer a long time at which it was more important to 
bring to the polls the full strength of the party 
than itis this year. Those who register to-day will 
be safe, while those who neglect it may possibly be 
unable to register on the following days. The 
hours are such as to accommodate all classes of 
our citizens, and voters will consult their con- 
venience by registering early in the day and 
thus avoiding the rush which is liable to charac- 
terize the evening hours. In orderto be entitled 
to a vote one must have been a citizen of the State 
fora year, of the County for four months, and of 
the election district for 30 days preceding the day 
of election. It is not neeessary for a voter to be 
able to swear that he is 21 years old on the day of 
registration. Ifhe will be 21 on or before election 
day he is entitled to east a ballot. If a naturalized 
citizen, his naturalization must have taken place at 
least 10 days previous to the election. The offices 
to be filled at the coming election, in addition to 
those on the State ticket, are seven members of 
Congress from this City, a Mayor, two Judges of 
the Superior Court, a Sheriff, a County Clerk, 
twenty-four members of Assembly, three Coroners, 
and twenty-four Aldermen, one from each Assem- 
bly district. In order to have a voice in the selec- 
tion of these officers registration is absolutely ne- 
cessary, and by attending to that important duty 
to-day Republicans will consult the interests of 
their party as well as their own.

THE LATE FREDERIC DE PEYSTER. 


AN APPRECIATIVE TRIBUTE FROM THE 8ST. 
NICHOLAS SOCIETY. 

The St. Nicholas Society, of this City, as a 
token of the high esteem in which they hold the 
memory of Mr. Frederic de Peyster, adopted at the 
September meeting an appropriate minute, which 


has been entered on the*records of the society, A 
copy of it, duly attested, was also forwarded to the 
late Mr. de Peyster’s son, Gen, J. Watts de Peyster. 
The text of the minute is as follows: 


“So long as this society endures, the phrase, ‘The 
last of the Knickerbockers,’ will have no meaning. 
Yet from time to time, as its yeare increase, there 
comes occasion for honoring the memory of some 
member, gathered to his Fathers, who was among the 
foremost of the Knickerbockers; finished and con- 
spicuous as a specimen of the great race that founded 
this City. Frederic de Peyster was such aman. His 
lineage runs back more than two and a haif centuries, 
to the dawn of butch dominion over Manhattan. His 
name, not disappearing, as many ancient ones have 
done, in the marriage of female heirs, descends 
through six generations from father to son, eacha 
leader of men in his day, and charged with civic trusts 
when public life meant honorable fame. Frederic de 
Peyster upheld nobly the traditions of his line, by de- 
votion to worthy ends ofr the Dutch sense, honesty, and 
firmness transmitted by it. 

* Other records will more fitly inscribe the story of 
his public service in the tield of charity, of finance, of 
history, of letters. It is for us to remember, proudly 
and tenderly, the hours, the speech, the deeds of his 
within our precincts that held up to our admiration 
and love Dutch character as a living foree, butch 
manhood in its blended gentleness and strength. He 
joined with the most conspicuous men of his prime— 
47 years ago—in founding this society, and served it 
during most of those years in important trusts, hold- 
ing the office of Treasurer for one year, that of Presi- 
dent ror one term, and thatof Manager for 30 years. 
In bis departure the society loses a charm of weicome 
companionship no less than wisdom of counsel, en- 
ergy in action, and sometiaing of the lustre won from 
the dignity of a name like his, Yet it counts its gain 
in a high example o/ a rounded life full of good deeds, 
honored by all good men, inspiring to us in its mem- 
ory as it was dear in its presence.”

A HUGH MEAT REFRIGERATOR. 


—-—~~> 
A NEW ENTERPRISE WHICH CAUSED SOME 
CONSTERNATION AMONG THE BUTCHERS. 
There has been much guesswork among the 
Washington Market butchers during three or four 
months pastas to the purpose to which a new 
building on the bulkhead on the water-front of 
the market, covering Nos. 15to 81 Devoe-avenne,, 
was to be put. Several of the old stands were 
purehased and torn down, and in their place has 
been erected a neat two-story building of corru- 
gated iron externally, now bearing the sign of G. 
F. & E. C, Swift, dealers in Chicago dressed beef. 
Yesterday morning the matter was explained, 
and the brokers and shippers of beeves and the 
wholesale slaughterers of the City were greatly 
exercised by the placing upon the New-York 
market of a large consignment of dressed beef. 
For some time the Messrs. Swift, of Chicago, 
have been supplying the principal cities of the 
New-England States with this description of meat, 
and they have more reeently opened branch offices 
in Baltimore and Washington. For upward of 
three years they have supplied the London and 
Liverpool markets, with a constantly increasing 
demand, and they are sanguine that their efforts 
in New-York will be attended with the same suc- 


cessful results as elsewhere. The dealers upon the 
Jersey City market were much disturbed yesterday 
morning when the intelligence of this new depart- 
ure in the meat trade reached them. In fact, 
almost a panicky feeling seized them, which, how- 
ever, they resisted by refusing to sell at less than 
the regular market prices. They treely admitted 
that the dressed meat could be sold for4centsa 
pound less on the net weight than it could be pur- 
chased for in the live stock markets, and also that 
the beef was excellent in quality. 

Mr. R, Abbott, the New-York manager for the 
Messrs. Swift, was found at the refrigerators yes- 
terday afternoon. He stated that the undertaking 
here wa; meeting with much greater success than 
was at first anticipated. The meat was selling 
readily at from 6 cents to 714 cents per pound, and 
another consignment of 100 head was expected last 
evening. He had no fear of the result of this 
enterprise, as the .firm’s ventures elsewhere had 
met with unqualified success. In other cities the 
introduction of this meat had led to a reduction in 
the market price of beef, and he had no doubt the 
same result would be observed in New-York. It was 
proposed to make daily shipments to New-York 
corresponding with the demand, which he estimat- 
ed at first would be about 200 head. Besides 
the probable reduction in price, Mr. Abbott 
thought that the bringing of live cattle from the 
North-west, West, and South-west would also be 
affected. The gross arrival of beeves on the hoof 
for the week ending Oct. 7 Was 13,821, the greater 
proportion of which were Western herds. <A large 
part of the Western cattle, except those for export, 
would probably in the future be brought 
bere in the form of dressed meat, but there 
was no apprehension of the trade in choice 
grass and corn-fed  cattie being affected. 
Mr. Abbott gave as good reasons for the 
slaughtering of cattle inthe West and their ship- 
ment eastward as dressed meat that the hides of 
avimals killed in New-York are, after being salted 
here, geverally returned to distant points to be 
tanned. Then the rough offal of all kinds, com- 
prising the suet, tallow, hair, horns, bones, &c., 
are all worth more in Chicago than they are in 
New-York. 

The new building here is nothing but a huge re- 
frigerator, and in its general plan is like the forty 
ormore sterage-houses which, scattered through- 
out the country, are owned by the same firm. In 
this building the lower floor, leaving out the two 
rooms for the receipt and discharge of the meat, is 
divided intotwo large compartments, made air- 
tight by a padding, so to speak, of many thick- 
nesses of paper and board, and with triple win- 
dows. The temperature necessary for preserving 
the meat is between 36° and 40°, and this is main- 
tained by the ice-chests overhead—larzge rooms 
the size of the store-rooms below, also 
made air-tight in the same manner, and 
containing now about 3800 tons of ice. 
Through openings at the sides, down into the 
rooms below, the cold air descends, and thus keeps 
the temperature just above the freezing-point. in 
the refrigerators yesterday hung upono hooks de- 
pending from railway tracks attached to the ceil- 
ing, were long rows ef meat, in quarters, looking 
firm and white as though just from the butcher, 
and not as though it had been brought a thousand 
miles, from the slaughter-house in Chicago, The 
cattle are killed and dressed there—to the number 
of about 1,500 daily—at the yards of the Messrs. 
Swift, packed into refrigerator cars, where the 
temperature is the same as in the storage-house 
here, and sent to the fselling place, where- 
ever that may be, ‘The cars sent 
to this City, on their arrival at Jersey City, are run 
upon barges, transterred across the North River, 
and then quickly emptied into the refrigerator, by 
means of a continuation of the railways from 
which the meats hang in the storage-rooms. These 
rooms have a eapacity of about 200 cattle, dressed, 
and will keep the meat fresh and sweet for any ne- 
cessary length of time, thus furnishing the beef 
free from the loss of weight—about 75 pounde—and 
the injury which is apt to attach to the meat 
when the cattle are brought here alive and slaugh- 
tered in an exhausted, heated state.

A TERRIBLE STRUGGLE AND THE SOPHO-

Acompany of young men, in high spirits, 
marched into the Grand Central Depot yesterday 
afternoon and boarded a rapid transit train for 
Mott Haven. A huge cane which was passed 
down the line seemed to be an object of great ad- 
miration. This was to be the central figure in the 
annual cane-rush of the Columbia College students, 
and they were on their way to the New-York Ath- 
letic Club grounds to fight forit.

The conditions of the fight were that should 
either class hold the cane exclusively for one min- 
ute during a 15-minute rush it should be the victor, 
The Referee shouted ‘*Go,” and the Sophomores 
charged on the Freshmen with terrific force.

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MINISTERS IN SECULAR WORK.

A LITTLE DISCUSSION AT THE MEETING OF 


THE BAPTIST PASTORS. 


When the subject of new books was taken 
up at the meeting of the Baptist Pastors in Murray- 
street, yesterday, the Rov. Hugh 0. Pentecost said 
he had been reading Joseph Parker's sermons. 
“They show remarkable padding,” said he; ‘‘they 
are simply pulpit hash.” ‘* Is that the book I paid 
a dollar and a balf for?’ exclaimed the Rev, A. S. 
Gumbard. ‘* Yes, I reckon so,’’ replied Mr. Pente- 
cost. *‘ Yes, that’s it,” he added, taking a look. 
The announcement was made that the Rev. Dr. 
Jobn Peddie would next week deliver an essay 
on the London City Temple and its preacher—the 
Rey. Dr. Joseph Parker—and the Pastors laughed. 
The Rev. Dr. D. H. Miller rose to offer an amend- 
ment to the constitution, wnich provided that a 
preacher who retired from the ministry to engage 
in secular business should be dropped from the 
roll of the Conference. ‘I beeame an ex-Pastor,” 
said the Rev. I. W. Brinkerhoff, slowly rising, ‘*not 
by an act of my own, nor an act ot God, but by an 
act of the devil. The man who seeks for 
a pulpit is like a woman who _ seeks 
for a husband; I am waiting for an opening, 
and in the mean time am engaged in 
secular work to support myself, Must a preacher 
live on his wife’s means to remain a minister? 
Has one got to do that to be eligible to member- 
ship inthis Conference? The brother at my right 
is a printer, who works at his trade during the 
week and preaches on Sunday. I too preach 
when I get a chance, and I don’t ask beforehand 
what my pay is going to be.” ‘'My good brother 
has not Jeft the ministry,” said Dr. Miiler. ‘ The 
amendment refers to the brothers who go into the 
coal business, the marble business, the iron busi- 
ness, or some other business as a business,” I am 
in the wholesale coal business,’’ said the Rev. 
Jeremiah Taylor, “and this is not the 
first time the brother has referred to me.” 
“The brother did not intend to alludeto you, I 
am sure,’ said the Moderator, the Rev. Dr. D. C. 
Potter. ‘“‘It is known,” replied Brother ‘Taylor, 
“that Iam the only one here in the coal business, 
I want to say that once a minister, always a min- 
ister. This thingisa misconception and a dishonor. 
Ir isadrop resolution, All who are here are or- 
dained ministers. Itis an ex post factolaw. The 
statutes say there shall be no law after the act. 
Shall the New-York Conference say there shall be?” 
The Rev. Dr. E. T. Hiscox interrupted the speaker 
with a protest, and, on the motion of Brother 
Taylor, the matter was tabled, Dr. Miller giving 
notice that he would bring it up again.

AFTER EIGHT YEARS. 
——-->-——--- 
BY THE CITY IN WHICH LITTLE 
PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE. 


A suit by the City to recover about $6,000,000 
from the National Broadway Bank, on the ground 
that the bank improperly paid that sum out of City 
deposits upon traudulent warrants, has been pend- 
ingin the Supreme Court for about eight years. 
In 1876 the bank moved in Chambers fora bill of 
particulars of the City’s claim, and Judge Law- 
rence granted the motion. The City appealed, but 
after they had argued the appeal counsel on both 


sides united in requesting the General Term to 
suspend its decision pending negotiations respect- 
ing an agreement between them respecting a sub- 
stitute fora bill of particulars. Mr. James C. Car- 
ter, special counsel for the City, soon afterward 
became ill, and the matter was allowed to rest 
until he recently resumed his practice. In May 
last the decision of the General Term was called 
for, and was found to reverse the order for a bill 
of particulars. It held that the counsel for the 
bank had mistaken his remedy, and should have 
moved to have the complaint made more definite 
and certain. 

The motion thus suggested was made by Mr. W. 
Hildreth Field before Judge Barrett, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, and was opposed by 
Mr. Carter, who argued that the complaint was 
perfect in form and set forth a cause of avtion 
which was as delinitely stated as the law re- 
quired. The defendant, he said, could under- 
stand from it what was to be met, and could have 
no difficulty in preparing an answer. After that 
answer had been put in he would furnish the bank 
with a statement of the specific matters it would 
have to meet on trial. Mr. Field insisted that the 
bank was atadfsadvantage because it had han- 
died $90,000,000 of the City’s money and cashed 
90,000 warrants. All the warrants were in the 
hands of the Citv, which refused to let the bank 
oe or to say which of them were improperly 
cashed, 

Judge Barrett said that Mr. Carter was techni- 
cally correct in his position, but that, as it was 
within the power of the court, it seemed te him 
equitable and just that the bank should be given 
the assistance it usked. Without that assistance, 
he pointed out, the bank would be put to great 
inconvenience, and, unless the City’s counsel gave 
them some information, its counsel would not 
know what would have to be met at the trial. Hea 
therefore granted the motion to make the com- 
Diaint more definite and certain, 
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THE SUIT AGAINST JOHN BRYAN. 

The second trial of the suit of Arnold, Con- 
stable & Co. to recover damages from John Bryan 
for an alleged illegal conversion of the plaintiff's 
property, was closed before Chief-Justice Sedg- 
wick, in the Superior Court, on Saturday last, with 
a disagreement of the jury. Eleven of the jurors 
were in favor of the plaintiffs, but one— 
Robert J. Creamer, of No. 58 Barclay-street 
—stood out for the defendant. At the 
opening of the court yesterday morning Chief- 
Justice Sedgewick said he had received a note, 
signed by 11 cf the jurors, stating that Mr. Creamer 
was on the jury that disagreed atthe first trial of 
the suit. He then asked Mr. Creamerif the state- 
ment of the note was correct. The latter’s reply 
Was that he knew he was on the general jurv panel 
when the case was first tried, but he couid not re- 
member whether he was or was not on the trial 
jury. The Clerk of the court referred to his min- 
utes, and reperted that Creamer was not on the 
trial jury. Mr. B. &. Watson, counsel for Messrs. 
Arnold, Constable & Co., then informed tke court 
that the communication from the 11 jurors was jus- 
tified by an assertion made by Creamer to them 
that he was on tke jury that originally aisagreed in 
the suit. A motion to put the case at the head of 
to-day’s calendar for a third trial was also made by 
Mr. Watson,
